1 1793 Wreath Cent—Vine and Bars—Damaged—ANACS. VG Details, 
Net Fair 2. S-9, R.2. All major details are present on the obverse, but 
corrosion and a multitude of marks, many affecting the rims, have 
resulted in uneven wear on the reverse. 

2 1793 Wreath Cent-Vine and Bars-Fine 12 ANACS. Deep choco¬ 
late-brown color, shading to chestnut on the highpoints. The surfaces 
do display some light porosity, a normal occurrence on these early 
coppers, often struck from poor quality planchets. Still, a pleasing 
example of this historic early cent. 

3 1811 VF 30 NGC. S-287, R.2. Both sides of this scarcer Classic 
Head issue are a dark steel-brown color and are well struck except 
for the stars on the left, presumably from misaligned dies. An old dig 
can be seen extending up from star 13. 

4 1847 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. With essentially complete den¬ 
ticles, this near-gem large cent displays an above average strike for 
the series. The central details are equally well defined, although we 
report slight softness on several of die star centers. The obverse dis¬ 
plays swirling shades of red, glossy-brown, pink, and blue. The 
reverse exhibits ample red luster intermingled with mottled brown 
overtones. Free of distractions, this piece would fit nicely into an 
Uncirculated type set. 

5 1853 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Well struck except for notable 
flatness on the obverse stars, with glimpses of cherry-red color 
clinging to the devices. There is a touch of discoloration adjacent to 
Liberty's ear and a few other carbon-oriented flecks in the peripher¬ 
al areas. 

6 1853 MS 64 Red NGC. Smudgy violet patina and specks of carbon 
are noted on each side, but hardly diminish the luster and fiery gold¬ 
en-red color exhibited by the balance of the coin. 

7 1855 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Upright 5s. Much natural cop¬ 
pery coloration remains in the protected areas. Numerous freckles of 
carbon are found on the obverse and, to a lesser extent, on the 
reverse.

8 1857 MS 64 PCGS. Natural honey-tan coloration peeks out from the 
protected areas on the obverse and the recesses on the reverse, while 
a thin veil of steel-blue patina adorns the balance. Boldly detailed 
and choice for the grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 

9 1859 MS 63 PCGS. A popular first year of issue, this copper-nickel 
cent exhibits honey-tan surfaces and nicely detailed features. Two 
small abrasions, one on Liberty's cheek and the other below CENT, 
account for the grade. 

10 1859 MS 64 PCGS. Uncommonly sharp for this important one-year 
type coin and just a few scattered carbon flecks on the obverse from 
possessing full gem credentials.

1863 MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck with outstanding luster for this 
heavily produced copper-nickel issue, perhaps just a tiny field mark 
and a few stray flecks of carbon from 65 status. 

1865 MS 60 Brown ANACS. Plain 5. This glossy brown specimen 
displays streaks of orange patination across the obverse and blushes 
of purple-red color throughout the reverse. While the strike is strong 
(although far from complete), we note a few heavy abrasions on Lib¬ 
erty's cheek and an inconspicuous toning spot on her neck that 
account for the basal Mint State grade. 

1865 MS 62 Red and Brown ANACS. Fancy 5. Although not 
marked as such on the insert, this coin is an example of the 1865/4 
variety. Breen asserts that specialists should consider this overdate, 
combined with the ornate 5, as quite rare in all grades. The mottled 
orange and brown surfaces reveal a somewhat incomplete strike on 
the wreath, feather tips, and lowest hair curl, although we note that 
the surfaces are quite clean for the grade. The definition on the 
underdigit is very bold and stands out starkly under ample magnifi¬ 
cation. 

1865 MS 63 Red and Brown ANACS. Very well struck with a 
prominent obverse die crack and noticeable spotting on the reverse. 

1870 XF 45 PCGS. Although lightly circulated, this specimen is a 
pleasing, chocolate-brown representation of this elusive early bronze 
Indian Head cent. With the exception of the N in ONE, all major fea¬ 
tures are sharp and the surfaces are free of distracting circulation 
impairments. 

1872 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. An elusive post-Civil War 
bronze cent, the 1872 is elusive in all grades and particularly so at 
the near-gem level of preservation. The mottled orange, tan, and red- 
brown patina that adheres to each side of this specimen impart an 
interesting wood-grain appearance. Although not quite complete on 
the reverse, the strike is noteworthy for a business strike example. 
The strong bids from the numerous collectors who specialize in Mint 
State Indian Head cents never disappoint us when representatives of 
this issue cross the acution block. 

1877 VF 35 PCGS. This is an original, evenly worn example of this 
favorite among Indian Head cent specialists. A lone abrasion in the 
obverse field before the date is the only distraction worthy of note 
on the smooth, brown surfaces. 

1881 MS 64 Red PCGS. Lustrous golden-red surfaces with deeper 
splashes of orange on each side. A few small facial marks keep this 
beautiful Indian cent from the gem class. 

1909 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. A boldly defined final year Indi¬ 
an that nearly qualifies for a full red designation. In fact, we notice 
very little mellowing of the reddish-tan surfaces and only a few 
minor carbon flecks. 

1909 MS 65 Red NGC. A beautiful piece with crisply delineated fea¬ 
tures, vibrant orange-red luster, and smooth faces. An affordable and 
important find for the gem type collector. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 


1869 PR 64 Red and Brown ANACS. This is an effulgent pink-red 
proof that exhibits freckled brown highlights that do little to detract 
from this coin's pleasing eye appeal. Boldly struck, as usual, and free 
of noteworthy hairlines, this piece would do justice to either an 
advanced type collection or a prized assembly of Indian Head cents. 

1873 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. The reflectivity of the obverse 
field is somewhat inhibited by mottled orange-brown highlights that 
account for the Red and Brown designation. The reverse, on the 
other hand, displays nearly complete orange-red luster. The strike is 
crisp throughout and the surfaces are free of mentionable distrac¬ 
tions. 

1880 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Both sides of this glittering 
proof Indian cent are accented in rich orange patina that only height¬ 
ens the already spectacular eye appeal. Population: 9 in 66, 2 finer. 

1890 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Lovely carbon-free surfaces, 
evenly toned in rich violet-red and tan shades. Surprisingly scarce in 
PR 65 grade.

25 1909 PR 64 Red PCGS. This vivid, red-orange proof Indian carries 

boldly struck, well frosted features and pristine, glassy fields that 
enhance its overall eye appeal. A few wispy hairlines in the obverse 
field before Liberty's nose and a fingermark across the lower left 
obverse limit the grade and detract from this specimen's final visual 
impression. 

CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 


26 1912-S MS 64 Red PCGS. This is a lovely, well struck example of 
this elusive early S-mint issue. Vivid orange-gold toning character¬ 
izes both sides of this example and shines powerfully through the 
thin veil of pink-red overtones that predominate on the reverse. An 
inconspicuous abrasion in the field before Lincoln's face, as well as 
a small spot below LIBERTY, preclude a full gem designation. 

27 1913 MS 65 RedNGC. Lustrous reddish-orange surfaces with afew 
flecks of carbon on the obverse. 

28 1914-D MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. The reverse of this near-gem 
displays vibrant cherry-red luster that is interrupted by darker crim¬ 
son-brown patination around ONE. The obverse, on the other hand, 
is predominantly crimson-brown save for original mint luster that is 
still evident about the rims. The strike is admirable and an incon¬ 
spicuous spot in the field before Lincoln's chin is the only distraction 
worthy of note on the pristine surfaces. Pleasing Mint State sur¬ 
vivors of this key date Lincoln never fail to elicit strong bids from 
attentive collectors. 

29 1918 MS 65 Red PCGS. A fiery, solid gem example of this better P- 
mint Lincoln, only tiny flyspecks on the obverse from superb. 

30 1918-S MS 64 Red PCGS. While the obverse of this piece displays 
even honey-red luster, the reverse carries a warm blanket of laven¬ 
der-pink highlights. A visible planchet flaw (as struck) in the reverse 
field to the right of ONE CENT is the only mentionable feature on 
the smooth surfaces. A few too many scattered carbon spots, how¬ 
ever, preclude an even higher grade. 

31 1919-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Subdued orange-red color overlays this 
example's crisply struck features and smooth surfaces. The lack of 
better luster characteristics prevents this piece from joining the 
select group of specimens at the gem grade level. 

32 1920-D MS 64 Red PCGS. Scattered carbon spots across the 
obverse, as well as a larger spot on the left wheat ear, overrule this 
piece's bid for a higher grade. The strike and surface preservation 
are, however, both free of criticism. 

33 1920-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Despite a weak impression on E 
PLURIBUS UNUM and Lincoln's beard, this is a pleasing represen¬ 
tation of this S-mint cent. The orange-pink surfaces carry faint 
lavender overtones that enhance the overall eye appeal of this near¬ 
gem. In addition, the rapid decline in population that this issue 
undergoes above the MS 64 grade tier should also attract the atten¬ 
tion of serious Lincoln cent collectors. 

34 1921-S MS 64 Red PCGS. This conditionally challenging S-mint 
cent carries lovely honey-orange luster with blushes of lavender iri¬ 
descence throughout. The strike is not quite complete, although we 
note that all major features are sharp. A few scattered carbon spots 
on the obverse are the only detractions worthy of note. 

35 1928 MS 65 Red PCGS. Glowing sunset-red colorations are equally 
divided on each side. A well struck gem. 

36 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. A glossy 
specimen witlronly a few trivial blemishes on the portrait and ample 
evidence of cherry-red color about the devices. The strike of this 
piece and its overall appeal leave the vast majority of '55 Doubled 
Dies in the dust. 

CERTIFIED TWO CENT PIECES 


37 1864 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Splashes of rose patina mix with 

lighter orange hues. We note a planchet flake at 12 o'clock on the 
obverse and a bit of peripheral carbon on the reverse, but the surface 
quality here is outstanding. 


38 1865 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Almost flawlessly preserved 
with a light to moderate mottling of the natural honey-golden color 
and no appreciable carbon. Splendid quality such as this is surely a 
bargain at today's price levels. 

39 1865 MS 64 Red PCGS. Sharply struck and exhibiting copper-red 
luster overall. Some muting of color has occurred on the reverse. 

40 1869 MS 65 Red PCGS. This pristine, crisply struck gem displays 
somewhat subdued fire-red luster. A difficult late date in this short¬ 
lived series, the 1869 is quite elusive with full red luster. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWO CENT PIECE 


41 1871 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Slightly subdued mirror surfaces 

exhibit a brick-red and tan color on each side. There are only a cou¬ 
ple of detracting carbon spots. 

CERTIFIED THREE CENT SILVERS 


42 1856 MS 64 PCGS. Intense, satiny luster with very little of the 
peripheral "fadeaway" that plagues Type Two issues. Delicate gold¬ 
en toning is just visible in the protected areas and die clashing is lim¬ 
ited to a tiny area at the center of the reverse. 

43 1857 MS 64 PCGS. Completely untoned with bright, satiny luster 
and the usual softness at the borders. A rock solid example for the 
grade, and considerably finer than the normal Uncirculated Type 
Two trime. 

44 1858 MS 64 PCGS. This is a noteworthy representation of the Type 
Two silver three cent piece. While the star's details are nicely 
defined, we call attention to characteristic lack of detail on the 
reverse stars and the olive sprig. The satiny surfaces carry a thin veil 
of brown-gray patina that does not, however, inhibit this specimen's 
pleasing overall mien. 

45 1861 MS 64 PCGS. Deep russet and rose toning through the centers 
gives way to flashes of blue iridescence peripherally. Very well 
struck and not too far removed from gem status. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE CENT SILVER 


46 1872 PR 64 PCGS. This is a lovely near-gem that the toning enthu¬ 

siast will certainly appreciate. Both the obverse and the reverse dis¬ 
play deep blue-green patination that still allows for full appreciation 
of the underlying proof qualitities. The strike is bold and fee surfaces 
are free of mentionable distractions. 

CERTIFIED THREE CENT NICKELS 


47 1865 MS 64 PCGS. A popular first year of issue among type collec¬ 
tors, this specimen displays an otherwise crisp strike that wanes 
markedly over fee central areas of fee Roman numerals on fee 
reverse. Untoned and free of mentionable post-production impair¬ 
ments, both fee obverse and fee reverse of this piece reveal clash 
marks that should be of interest to fee curious numismatist. 

48 1871 MS 64 PCGS. Well defined with silver-gray patina overall. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE CENT NICKELS 


49 1868 PR 65 PCGS. Carefully preserved and fully struck, this pleas¬ 
ing cameo proof would make an excellent addition to a high grade 
type set. Both fee obverse and the reverse are free of even fee 
faintest toning. 

50 1868 PR 66 NGC. This is an exquisite gem proof wife richly frost¬ 
ed devices and pristine, watery fields. A thin blanket of champagne- 
gold patination overlays both sides of this specimen and accentuates 
fee boldness of fee underlying features. A small, inconspicuous spot 
is visible in fee obverse field after fee date, although this hardly 
detracts from fee exceptional eye appeal of fee mark-free surfaces. 

1881 PR 65 PCGS. Deeply mirrored, each side exhibits some 
streaky, reddish-golden color. 
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1881 PR 67 ANACS. This is an exquisite proof specimen with nice¬ 
ly frosted devices that rise powerfully above the moderately reflec¬ 
tive fields. As befits the superb gem grade level, the placid surfaces 
are devoid of even the most trivial hairline or distraction. High grade 
type collectors would be wise to take full advantage of the opportu¬ 
nity that this piece offers. 

CERTIFIED SHIELD NICKELS 

1867 Rays MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck in all areas and without any 
signs of die stress near the borders. Obviously, this lustrous, near¬ 
gem example was among the early pieces produced from this partic¬ 
ular set of dies. 

1867 No Rays MS 64 PCGS. Basically brilliant with striated fields 
that produce a mild reflective sheen on each side. The strike is sharp 
overall, although some of the highpoints on the shield and a few of 
the reverse stars are a bit lacking. 

1883 MS 65 NGC. A popular transitional issue in our nickel series, 
the 1883 abounds in type sets across the country. A typical gem, this 
specimen is smooth, crisply struck, and possessed of pale cham¬ 
pagne-rose undertones. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

1870 PR 64 NGC. The few wispy abrasions that have collected with¬ 
in the shield's lines disqualify tins piece from an even higher grade. 
Nonetheless, the boldly struck, modestly contrasted surfaces are 
suitable for type purposes. 

1875 PR 64 PCGS. With a modest delivery of slightly more than 700 
pieces, the 1875 is one of the more elusive proof Shield nickels. A 
clean coin for the grade, we call attention to a pair of dark toning 
spots on the upper obverse that are somewhat distracting. The proof 
qualities of this specimen are, however, readily apparent and free of 
criticism. 

1878 PR 64 PCGS. Untoned with splendid eye appeal for this proof- 
only issue. Only a trivial hairline across the numeral 5 on the reverse 
keeps this high-end piece from easy advancement into the gem 
ranks. 

1880 PR 66 NGC. This is a beautifully preserved piece with a mod¬ 
est cameo appearance. The crisply struck, pristine faces cany an 
overlying blanket of rose-gold patina that only enhances this proofs 
allure. Attentive bidders would like to know that this issue's popula¬ 
tion drops off markedly at the superb gem grade tier. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 


1883 With Cents MS 64 PCGS. Boldly impressed throughout and 
lightly toned in milky-gray shades, this satiny near-gem hails from 
an important year in United States nickel coinage. 

1897 MS 65 NGC. An available issue at the gem level of preserva¬ 
tion, it is little wonder that we recommend this piece for the Mint 
State type collector. The strike is typically incomplete with conspic¬ 
uous flatness on the star centrils and the wreath details. The nicely 
frosted surfaces display blushes of pink iridescence throughout with 
no underlying distractions that would call into question the MS 65 
designation. 

1901 MS 65 NGC. This placid, satiny gem displays a modest cart¬ 
wheel sheen that rolls serenely around the boldly impressed sur¬ 
faces. _ 

1905 MS 64 NGC. Satiny with delicate toning in the peripheral areas 
and enough vibrancy to be seriously considered as a gem. 

1906 MS 65 NGC. Rarely encountered finer, this gem would do jus¬ 
tice to any advanced collection. While the star centrils and wreath 
details display typical striking incompleteness, the balance of this 
coin's features are well displayed. The smooth faces carry a blanket 
of pale gray-white patina that serves to enhance the overall eye 
appeal.

65 1883 No Cents PR 66 NGC. Glossy, well mirrored surfaces are tint¬ 
ed a delicate golden hue, with pastel blue highlights surrounding the 
devices. 

66 1883 With Cents PR 64 PCGS. Light obverse toning, deepening a 
couple of shades on the reverse. 

67 1890 PR 64 Cameo NGC. A lovely specimen despite its failure to 
secure a PR 65 designation, this coin exhibits lovely pink-gold pati- 
nation that does not, however, mask its bold cameo proof qualities. 
There is little of distraction on the smooth surfaces that would rule 
out a bid for a higher grade. 

68 1896 PR 64 PCGS. Some hazy gray patina covers each side. 

69 1897 PR 64 PCGS. The carbonless surfaces are covered with a light 
layer of streaky golden toning. Well mirrored in the fields. 

70 1904 PR 64 PCGS. Nicely mirrored in the fields, both sides are gen¬ 
tly toned in varying shades of gray. A choice proof specimen. 

71 1906 PR 66 PCGS. Deeply reflective with sufficient contrast for the 
issue and the slightest pastel overtones.

72 1913 Type One MS 63 NGC. Typically sharp and drenched in gold¬ 
en-gray toning. 

73 1913 Type One MS 65 ANACS. A readily affordable type coin, this 
pleasing gem displays a bold strike and warm orange, dove-gray, and 
lavender patination throughout. 

74 1913-S Type One MS 63 ANACS. With the exception of LIBERTY, 
this coin is quite well detailed for the series. The satiny surfaces 
carry a blanket of deep gray toning and are curiously free of men- 
tionable distractions. 

75 1914/3 XF 40 ANACS. Late Die State. An elusive example of this 
recent overdate discovery. Noticeably circulated and lightly toned 
with gray patina roaming across the obverse and reverse. Well struck 
on the bison and on the Indian's features, with the overdate feature 
visible under very close examination. 

76 1914-S MS 64 PCGS. Reasonably well struck beneath a uniform 
golden patina. The reverse is particularly lustrous, indeed semi¬ 
prooflike, and both sides reveal trivial carbon flecks under magnifi¬ 
cation. 

77 1915-D MS 65 PCGS. Deep, satiny luster with uniform golden-gray 
patina and flashes of blue color on the reverse. The strike is very 
well executed on this conditionally elusive branch mint Buffalo. 

Scintillating luster with subtle rose and green 
pastels accenting both sides. The '15-S Buffalo is one of the more 
challenging early issues at all grade levels and is quite scarce in this 
remarkable state of preservation. 

79 1917 MS 65 PCGS. The affordability of this issue in the higher cir¬ 
culated grades ensures its popularity among type collectors. This is 
an untoned gem with pristine surfaces and no mentionable contact 
marks. Despite hallmark striking weakness on the Indian's hair and 
the buffalo's front shoulder, this piece displays impressive detail for 
the series. 

80 1918-D MS 64 PCGS. Both sides of this highly lustrous example 
show blushes of golden-orange patina that are deepest on the high¬ 
points. Very well struck and obviously just barely shy of gem quali¬ 
ty- 

81 1918/7-D VG 8 PCGS. An original, well wom example of this elu¬ 
sive 20th century overdate, with the underdigit plainly visible to the 
naked eye.

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82 1918-S MS 63 ANACS. This conditionally challenging issue is 
often plagued by the weakness of detail that typifies this specimen's 
focal features. The Indian's hair, braid, and cheek, as well as the buf¬ 
falo's head, shoulder, and hide, are all weakly impressed. Largely 
untoned, the surfaces display a few too many wispy bagmarks to 
warrant a near-gem designation. Despite its shortcomings, Mint 
State ex amp les -such as this are always in strong demand from 
specilaists who realize the elusiveness of this early S-mint Buffalo. 

83 1919-D MS 65 NGC. This beautiful gem example is overlaid in 
deep reddish-gold and green toning and is particularly well struck on 
the obverse. The foremost part of the bison's head is a bit flat, as 
almost always seen, but the hom detail is complete and the balance 
of the reverse is uncommonly sharp. Population: 7 in 65,1 finer. 


95 1860 MS 62 PCGS. This is an attractive, original representation of 

this transitional half dime that will excite the toning enthusiast.

Satiny and virtually untoned, some softness of 
strike shows in the peripheral areas. 

93 1857 MS 64 PCGS. An important coin for type purposes, this 
untoned specimen displays vibrant, frosty luster and a bold strike. 
Although the reverse draws slightly to the viewer's right, the overall 
eye appeal is quite pleasing. 

94 1859 MS 66 NGC. Despite its low original delivery of only 340,000 
pieces, this issue is quite plentiful in circulated and lower Mint State 
grades.

United States Mint standards) of 165,000 pieces, this issue, like the 
others in the Draped Bust dime series, is scarce in lower Mint State 
grades and legitimately rare at the full gem level of preservation. As 
is characteristic of the issue, this specimen displays poor definition 
on the left side of both the obverse and the reverse as well as promi¬ 
nent clash marks in the field before Liberty's forehead and throat. 
The flat luster is also indiciative of the series, although we note that 
the brilliant, pristine surfaces vindicate this specimen's eye appeal.

101 1874 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. This is a lovely and important piece for 
the collector who desires a brilliant representation of this brief two- 
year type.

While wispy abra¬ 
sions have gathered in the obverse field and account for the grade, 
we note that the balance of this coin is essentially mark-free. 

102 1883 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant, satiny-white surfaces display a 
sparkling, bright appearance throughout. Very appealing for an MS

103 1888 MS 65 NGC. Both sides display a bright, satiny appearance 
with hints of golden color at the edges. Well shuck with the obvious 
exception of Liberty's head. 

104 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Nicely struck and frosty, with a touch of hazi¬ 
ness on the obverse that precludes aspirations to a higher grade. 

105 1891 MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering, well detailed example that shows 
a blush of golden-orange color through the center of the obverse and 
is satiny-white elsewhere.

1846 PR 62 ANACS. In his Complete Encyclopedia of U. S. and 
Colonial Coins, Walter Breen asserts that no more than ten examples 
are extant today from this early proof dime delivery. Readily identi¬ 
fiable by its large date that slants down to the right, this piece's 
obverse displays rich copper-blue patination that yields to brilliance 
over Liberty's body and the surrounding fields. The reverse, on the 
other hand, is predominantly white save for scattered antique-copper 
highlights about isolated areas of the periphery. The scattered hair¬ 
lines that account for the low grade are not, however, conspicuous 
and do not detract from the overall allure of this piece. Modestly 
reflective and boldly impressed, this rare specimen is sure to elicit 
strong bids from the numerous collectors who appreciate the rarity 
of early proof coinage. 

1857 PR 63 ANACS. An unmistakable proof striking, this speci¬ 
men's reflective fields are masked by a deep, rich blanket of char- 
coal-lavender toning that speaks volume's for its originality.

1859 PR 64 ICG. Glittering, watery mirrors are beautifully overlaid 
in colorful turquoise and golden-rose toning. The 1859 dime is hard¬ 
ly a rarity as a proof, but its importance as a representative of the 
Stars Obverse type is its biggest asset. 

1879 PR 64 ICG. Well mirrored with a thin veil of hazy patina on the 
obverse that tends to reduce the underlying field-to-device contrast. 

1880 PR 64 PCGS. Sharply defined with an even coating of milky- 
golden toning that somewhat subdues the brilliance. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 

1906-D MS 62 ANACS. An historic first year of issue for the Den¬ 
ver branch mint, this Mint State dime displays delicate russet periph¬ 
eral toning on the reverse and more extensive, although still incom¬ 
plete, russet, crimson, and blue coloration on the obverse. While the 
strike is adequate, we note a few scattered abrasions that include a 
distracting one across Liberty's cheek. While not unduly bother¬ 
some, these impairments veto this coin's bid for a higher grade. 

1912 MS 65 NGC. Collectors who specialize in originality would be 
wise to carefully consider this mottled gray, olive, and gold speci¬ 
men.

1913 AU 58 ANACS; and a 1914-S AU 55 ANACS. Both coins are 
predominantly untoned and are of obvious importance to the collec¬ 
tor whose date set of Barber dimes still contains some yawning gaps.

1914-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright, untoned surfaces with razor sharp 
detail thoughout.

119 1916-S MS 65 NGC. This lustrous piece displays russet-gold toning 
that envelops the obverse but is confined to the recessed areas 
around the reverse devices and border. The strike is quite crisp and 
the bands display only slight incompleteness. A coin the toning 
enthusiast will appreciate. 

120 1918-D MS 66 PCGS. Extremely well struck for this underappreci¬ 
ated strike rarity, with detail on the horizontal bands that is at least 
70% complete. Both obverse and reverse boast splendid peripheral 
toning that add immensely to the appeal of this high-end specimen.

126 1938-D MS 67 Full Bands PCGS. With a crisp strike, lustrous sur¬ 
faces, and no contact marks to report, there is no reason why the 
Mercury dime specialist should overlook this lot. 

127 1938-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. The razor sharp strike leaves nei¬ 
ther the fasces nor the overlying bands undefined. Uninhibited by 
either toning or bagmarks, the frosty luster cartwheels smoothly 
around both the obverse and the reverse. 

128 1942/1 VF 30 PCGS. Mottled golden-gray overtones gravitate to the 
borders. A pleasing, mid-grade overdate. 

129 1942/1 VF 30 PCGS. Light gray overall with moderate details 
remaining.

135 1 875-S MS 63 PCGS. Extremely well struck for this popular, odd 
denomination issue and toned in mottled reddish-gold and steel-blue 
shades. Premium eye appeal for the assigned grade. 

136 1875-S MS 64 PCGS. A hint of toning shows on the reverse, the 
obverse is fully brilliant. Some weakness is noted on the stars, but 
the eagle's wing is sharp and full. A high-end, choice specimen. 

137 1875-S MS 64 PCGS. While the obverse of this near-gem carries an 
even blanket of mint frost, the reverse exhibits heavily striated fields 
and ice-white devices that impart a beautiful prooflike finish. As 
often encountered on representatives of this S-mint issue, the eagle's 
wing and Liberty's head are somewhat weakly impressed, although 
we note that the remainder of the features are boldly defined.

An interesting variety, this coin owes its 
existence to an inattentive mint employee who erroneously punched 
the S mintmark into the die horizontally and, after realizing his error, 
repunched the properly oriented S above the mistake. With clear def¬ 
inition on the undermintmark and mottled charcoal-blue and olive- 
russet highlights throughout, this original piece would make an 
uncommon addition to a Mint State type set. Crisply delineated and 
nicely frosted, this specimen carries a few wispy abrasions in the 
fields that preclude an even higher grade. 

146 1891-0 VG 10 ANACS. This is a well worn example of the New 
Orleans Mint's first quarter dollar issue since 1860. The majority of 
the 68,000 pieces delivered by the southern branch mint this year 
entered circulation and remained there long enough to account for 
the scarcity of this issue in all grades. An attractive coin for the 
grade, this specimen displays light charcoal toning in the recessed 
areas that pales to slate-gray on the highpoints. A small indentation 
in the obverse field just above the 1 in the date, as well as three more 
near stars 10 through 12, are worthy of individual attention. Always 
in demand among O-mint specialists, examples of this issue never 
fail to sell for strong prices at auction. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

147 1862 PR 64 PCGS. Only 550 proofs were struck during this Civil 
War year. Moderately toned in varying shades of gray, golden, and 
russet with nice cameo contrast on the devices. 


CERTIFIED BUST QUARTER 


139 1825 MS 63 ANACS. B-2, Low R.2. An original piece, both sides 
of this coin exhibit target toning that progresses from blue at the bor¬ 
ders through champagne-russet to the honey-gold centers. Although 
not quite complete, the strike is strong and draws forth every major 
feather, hair, and star detail. A lone abrasion on Liberty's cheek is the 
only distraction worthy of individual attention. This coin would do 
justice to either a Mint State type set or a memorable collection of 
early quarter dollars. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

140 1840-0 Drapery MS 63 PCGS. With a sloping die scratch in the 
shield that establishes its die variety, this coin most likely emerged 
from the 1982 New Orleans hoard. A predominantly brilliant piece, 
this specimen displays an unusually bold strike for an O-mint issue. 
Suitably frosted, the surfaces cany a few scattered abrasions that 
account for the grade. Despite its hoard status, the majority of the 
1840-0 quarters in today’s marketplace have been cleaned to the 
point that they are no longer certifiable. The present piece, therefore, 
should be of prime importance to the Seated quarter specialist. 

141 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 50 NGC. This satiny piece carries rich 
lavender-gray patination throughout with scattered orange-gold, 
pink, and blue-green undertones. Nicely detailed despite fight circu¬ 
lation, the surfaces are devoid of distracting impairments. This is an 
excellent candidate for a circulated type set and a coin that will 
endear itself to the proponent of originality. 

142 1857 AU 50 PCGS. With an original delivery of 9,644,000 pieces, 
this issue has long been favored among type collectors. This is a 
lightly worn specimen whose rich endowment of blue-gray and 
green-gold patination will certainly win the admiration of collectors 
who appreciate originality above all else. Quite well detailed, the 
surfaces are remarkably smooth for a circulated silver coin. 


148 1863 PR 64 PCGS. Although both sides of this near-gem carry a 
thin veil of gold patination, the obverse exhibits overlying streaks of 
brown highlights that do not, however, detract from the overall eye 
appeal. Nicely cameoed, the surfaces carry a few wispy hairlines that 
preclude a full gem designation. The elusiveness of its business 
strike counterpart attaches special desirability to this Civil War proof 
among date collectors. 

149 1876 PR 64 NGC. Despite milky-gray overtones, this specimen still 
readily reveals its proof qualities. Expertly struck and free of notice¬ 
able impairments, this piece has the look of an even higher grade. 

150 1887 PR 60 NGC. Deep golden, violet, and blue iridescent toning 
covers a number of hairlines on both sides. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

151 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. A bold striking with mottled golden toning on 
the obverse and hints of peripheral gold about the reverse lettering. 
Temptingly close to gem quality on this popular New Orleans issue. 

/152 1893 MS 64 PCGS. Quite well detailed and frosty, with a few blush- 

»\ es of silver-gray patina that temper the luster of this near-gem, sec- 
(\jA\ond year issue. 

153 1897-S MS 63 PCGS. With an original mintage of slightly more than 

500,000 pieces, this S-mint Barber quarter is difficult to locate in 
any level of preservation. The present Mint State specimen must be 
considered quite scarce and should command significant attention 
from serious bidders. Nicely impressed and free of the striking soft¬ 
ness that often plagues branch mint Barber coinage, this piece car¬ 
ries swirling mint luster. Milky-gold and hazy-cbampagne toning 
adheres to both sides and deepens markedly to charcoal-blue patina¬ 
tion about the lower obverse periphery. Although the balance of the 
surfaces are problem-free. Liberty's cheek and neck carry several 
parallel abrasions that rule out a near-gem designation. 


143 1857 MS 64 NGC. One of the more available dates in the No Motto 
series, yet, still a worthwhile coin because of the absolute rarity of 
the type in mint condition. This is a very attractive piece that was 
struck from striated dies that imparted a significant reflectivity to the 
fields. Fully struck and mostly brilliant with just a trace of light color 
over each side. 

144 1858 XF 45 ANACS. One of the more common No Motto Seated 
quarters, the 1858 is readily available in the higher circulated grades. 
An original piece, this specimen's clean lavender-gray surfaces 
reveal enough detail to give it realistic claims to the AU level of 
preservation. 


154 1898 MS 64 NGC. This lightly toned specimen reveals a few too 
many abrasions on Liberty's neck and cheek to justify a full gem des¬ 
ignation. The features are, however, smartly impressed and redeem 
the overall allure of this type coin candidate. 

155 1906-D MS 66 NGC. A moderately toned, mark-free specimen with 
frosty devices. Each side is patinated with hazy gray shades that are 
accented by blue-green colors at the borders. 

,/l56 1914 MS 63 PCGS. With an adequate strike, lightly toned surfaces, 

and only a few wispy bagmarks, this quarter dollar would fit nicely 
into a Mint State type set.

157 1894 PR 64 PCGS. A cameoed specimen that is overlaid on each 
side in light hazy-gray toning. Quite strong in both quality and eye 
appeal. 

158 1906 PR 63 NGC. Somewhat muted proof brilliance with sugges¬ 
tions of gray-golden toning on each side. 

159 1909 PR 62 NGC. Moderately reflective with just a hint of color. 

CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

160 1917 Type One MS 64 Full Head ANACS. A popular issue among 
type collectors, the typical 1917 Standing Liberty quarter comes 
fully struck and with nicely frosted surfaces. Indicative of its issue, 
this near-gem's smooth surfaces and faint gold patination round out 
its pleasing appearance. 

161 1917-D Type Two XF 45 PCGS. The light gray faces are interrupt¬ 
ed by freckles of charcoal patination that adorn isolated areas of die 
reverse periphery. The usual focal points display the least detail and 
attest to the average strike that the Denver Mint undoubtedly impart¬ 
ed to this piece. A small abrasion before the eagle's right (facing) 
wing is the only distraction worthy of individual attention. This lot 
represents an important opportunity for the budget-minded type col¬ 
lector. 

162 1918 MS 64 PCGS. Showing near full head detail, each side is abun¬ 
dantly accented with rose-golden and lilac patina. 

163 1918-D MS 64 PCGS. An unfortunately weak impression that 
plagues Liberty's head, the shield's rivets, the top of the date, and the 
eagle's breast limits the eye appeal of this otherwise smooth early D- 
mint issue. Pale gold highlights overlay both sides and deepen to 
pleasing champagne iridescence over Liberty's body and the sur¬ 
rounding features. 

164 1918-S MS 65 NGC. Both obverse and reverse are blessed with out¬ 
standing satiny luster and are well struck, with the expected areas of 
deficiency being Liberty's head and the top of the date. Light red- 
dish-gold toning frames the obverse. 

165 1919 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Satiny and untoned, with strong def¬ 
inition on the rivets of the shield and on the breast feathers of the 
eagle, not just the rather confined strike indicator of Liberty’s head. 

166 1920 MS 66 NGC. With a mintage in excess of 27 million pieces, 
this issue is one of the most available of the early Standing Liberty 
quarters. The frosty surfaces display faint gold overtones that deep¬ 
en slightly in isolated areas of the obverse periphery. The impression 
is uncommonly bold throughout and even the head features are just 
shy of a Full Head designation. In true gem fashion, the surfaces are 
free of even the most trivial distraction. The scarcity of this issue at 
the superb gem grade tier should be enough to elicit strong bids from 
ardent quarter specialists. 

167 1920-D MS 65 PCGS. With brilliant, frosty surfaces whose smooth¬ 
ness fully warrants the respected grade designation, this piece is an 
important representation of this early D-mint issue. Characteristic 
incompleteness of strike on Liberty's head, the shield rivets, the top 
of the date, and the eagle's breast are the only distractions worthy of 
note. 

168 1920-S AU 50 ANACS. Despite slight wear on the highpoints of the 
devices, this is a gorgeous, original representation of this scarce S- 
mint issue that-will certainly win the hearts of toning enthusiasts. 
Both sides of this piece display even charcoal patination throughout 
that evidences intense undertones of lavender and orange-russet at 
certain light angles. While the lack of detail on the inner shield riv¬ 
ets, Liberty's head, and the eagle's breast point to this coin's weak 
impression, the surfaces are free of circulation impairments. In sum, 
this is an unusually attractive About Uncirculated Standing Liberty 
quarter that one must see in order to fully appreciate. 

169 1920-S MS 66 NGC. Lightly toned and exceedingly lustrous. A 
flashy and affordable example of this lesser-seen Standing quarter 
issue. 



170 1923 MS 66 PCGS. An impeccable, frosty-white example that does¬ 
n’t quite match strike with surface quality, being just a trifle soft on 
the highest points. One has to look extremely carefully, even under 
magnifaction, to locate even the slightest blemish. 

171 1924 AU 58 PCGS. Predominantly untoned, this near-Mint quarter 
displays a strike that imparts uncommonly bold detail to the prime 
focal areas. The surfaces are smooth and reveal ample frosty luster. 

172 1924-D VF 35 PCGS. A modestly worn example with bits of sur¬ 
viving luster and mottled golden and steel-blue toning on the reverse 
that suggests residence in a common Whitman folder. 

173 1924-D MS 65 PCGS. While the eagle's breast feathers and the inner 
shield display noteworthy delineation, Liberty's hair features are too 
weak to warrant a Full Head designation. Nonetheless, this is an 
attractive and important gem representative with lustrous surfaces 
and mottled champagne highlights across the reverse. A lone abra¬ 
sion on Liberty's gown to the right of WE is worthy of mention. 

174 1927-D MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Moderately toned with an unusu¬ 
ally sharp strike for this otherwise common issue. Population: 57 in 
65, 4 are higher. 

175 1930 MS 66 Full Head NGC. As bright and fresh as if it just came 
from an original roll. Full, coruscant luster rolls over the surfaces. 

CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

176 1932-S AU 55 ANACS. One of the keys to the Washington quarter 
series, the 1932-S is a prized find in any condition. A near-Mint 
example that displays the originality, cleanliness, and underlying 
satin luster of the present piece is sure to elicit strong bids from the 
numerous collectors who have caught the "Quarter Bug" from 
searching their pockets for the current circulating commons. 

177 1932-S MS 64 PCGS. A choice piece with a small amount of gray- 
golden toning. 

178 1940-D MS 67 NGC. The rich rose-wine patination that overlays the 
obverse of this superb gem lightens substantially across the reverse. 
A bold strike, vibrant luster, and placid fields round out the list of 
redeeming qualities that describe this early D-mint Washington. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

179 1937 PR 64 ANACS. While the milky-gray patina that overlays 
both sides of this near-gem inhibit the brilliance of its underlying 
surfaces, it also serves to mask the scattered hairlines that account 
for the grade. 

180 1937 PR 65 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with just a hint of pale gold¬ 
en color. 

181 1939 PR 66 PCGS. Light, hazy patina with nicely reflective fields. 

182 1940 PR 66 PCGS. A pristine example lightly layered in golden pati¬ 
na. 

183 1941 PR 68 NGC. This specimen's smooth, reflective surfaces carry 
a blanket of milky-gold patina that yields in isolated areas to reveal 
vivid multicolored hues. To date, this piece is one of only 4 exam¬ 
ples to receive a PR 68 designation from NGC, with none finer. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

184 1795 VF 25 PCGS. 0-109, R.4. With attractive olive-gray patination 
and predominantly smooth surfaces, this moderately circulated spec¬ 
imen would do justice to any circulated type set. Although the cen¬ 
tral reverse details are somewhat weak, the balance of this piece is 
quite well detailed and suggests a strong original impression. We 
recommend that serious nuismatists enter carefully considered bids 
for this lovely, important Flowing Hair half dollar. 

185 1807 Draped Bust VG 8 PCGS. 0-105, R.2. Light to medium gray 
with hints of steel-blue and reddish-gold toning about the peripheral 
devices. The term "perfect for the grade" certainly applies here.

186 1826 MS 61 ANACS. 0-120, R.3. An attractive coin for the grade, 
this specimen displays pleasing russet, blue, and gold peripheral ton¬ 
ing that frames the predominantly brilliant centers. The strike is 
admirable and leaves-ao hair curl, feather, or talon detail incomplete. 
Since none of the wispy abrasions are unduly distracting, this frosty 
Mint State piece suggests an even higher grade. 

187 1831 MS 64 NGC. 0-114, R.3. An original piece, both sides of this 
specimen display attractive olive-gray and russet highlights about 
the peripheral details and lavender-gray centers. The stars and 
milling are, as usual, weakly defined but the central devices are 
smartly (although not completely) impressed. There are a few scat¬ 
tered abrasions in the fields, although we note that these are trivial 
and hardly detract from the overall eye appeal of this near-gem. Mint 
State Bust halves never fail to elicit strong bids from the numerous 
collectors who specialize in this fascinating series. 

188 1832 MS 61 ANACS. Small Letters. 0-115, R.l. A readily obtain¬ 
able variety, this die pairing is identifiable by the lower position of 
the 3 in relation to the 182 injhe date. Despite a few mildly dis¬ 
tracting contact marks in the field below the bust and before Liber¬ 
ty's chin, the balance of this piece is quite smooth for the grade and 
displays rich, original slate-gray patination over its nicely frosted 
surfaces.While the strike is noteworthy for the series, we call atten¬ 
tion to weakness on stars 1 through 7 as well as the top of UNITED 
STATES. 


189 1836 Lettered Edge XF 45 PCGS. 0-101, R.l. An attractive piece 

despite light wear across the highpoints, this specimen carries an 
even blanket of olive-gray toning across both sides. Sharply struck 
at the peripheries, the definition wanes slightly over the central 
details. There are no unduly distracting bagmarks or circulation 
impairments on either the obverse or the reverse and faint traces of 
mint luster are still evident around the stars and legends. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


190 1840 Reverse of 1839 AU 58 ANACS. Originally shaded in mottled 
swirls of gray, lilac, and olive patina, this early Seated half dollar 
displays hallmark striking softness on the top of Liberty’s head, the 
uppermost stars, and the eagle's left (facing) leg and talon. A promi¬ 
nent die crack (as struck) that joins Liberty's head to the pilleus cap 
as well as the rim is the only surface distraction worthy of individ¬ 
ual mention. This near-Mint specimen would fit nicely into either a 
high grade type set or an attractive assembly of Seated coinage. 

191 1853 Arrows and Rays VF 30 PCGS. Light to medium gray with 
hints of steel-blue at die borders. 

192 1858 MS 63 NGC. Richly toned over both sides in mottled burnt- 
orange and sea-green shades. The underlying striking details are 
quite sharp overall for this more available No Motto issue. 

193 1858-S AU 50 ANACS. Like most early S-mint coinage, this half 
dollar issue saw circulation despite its modest original mintage. A 
lightly circulated piece with even wear across the highpoints, this 
specimen's sand-gray patination still allows for full appreciation of 
the remaining mint luster. All major details are quite sharp and the 
surfaces reveal few marks that would betray this coin's short stint in 
circulation. 

194 1864 MS 67 PCGS. An elusive Civil War issue in all grades, the 

1864 suffered the ravages of widespread hoarding, extensive expor¬ 
tation, and heavy melting. While an AU or lower Mint State speci¬ 
men should be considered quite a find, the superb gem piece that we 
offer here is of the utmost rarity. Despite noticeable striations, the 
fields are not reflective but carry a thinner veil of mint frost than the 
richly endowed devices. The strike is, as usual, razor sharp and 
leaves no feather, star centril, or gown line incomplete. While the 
majority of the surfaces are untoned, we call attention to light blush¬ 
es of golden-russet toning scattered about isolated areas of the 
peripheries. Mint State ppe collectors, as well as Seated half dollar 
enthusiasts, would be wise to enter carefully considered bids for this 
lovely numismatic jewel.

195 1891 VF 20 ANACS. This is a pleasing coin for the grade with 
smooth surfaces and rich charcoal-gray patination that lightens sub¬ 
stantially over the raised features.

196 1860 PR 63 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with pinpoint striking details 
and obverse fields that reveal innumerable wispy hairlines. The 
reverse of this desirable No Motto proof is easily choice. 

197 1868 PR 62 NGC. Splotchy golden-brown toning has gathered in the 
recesses of each side. Somewhat muted appearance. 

198 1872 PR 64 PCGS. Both sides are moderately reflective beneath a 
layer of light golden toning on the obverse. An excellent near-gem 
with few a scattered hairlines. 

199 1873 No Arrows PR 61 NGC. Closed 3. Very deeply toned a steel- 
blue color overall. One of only 600 proofs minted of the No Arrows 
type. 

200 1880 PR 62 NGC. Brightly mirrored and completely untoned with 
some stray hairlines in the fields. 

201 1882 PR 61 NGC. Still a great deal of flash in the fields even though 
moderately hairlined. Bright and untoned. 

202 1883 PR 63 PCGS. Lightly toned and razor sharp, but exhibiting a 
slightly muted appearance on the reverse. As a proof, the 1883 is all 
the more popular because of the lack of business strikes. 

203 1884 PR 60 NGC. A moderate amount of purple toning shows with 
appealing contrast between the features and fields. A number of hair¬ 
lines limit the grade. 

204 1885 PR 61 NGC. Fully brilliant with noticeable hairlines. A popu¬ 
lar, low total mintage date. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 


205 1892 MS 64 ICG. Fully struck with splashes of delicate golden ton¬ 
ing over both sides. The luster is typically creamy and attractive. 

206 1892 MS 66 NGC. As a first year of issue, 1892 halves are always 
of interest to type collectors. This is certainly a handsome piece with 
its multicolored toning and swirling mint luster. The obverse 
exhibits a gray-russet center with a circle of deep sea-green color at 
the border, the reverse is almost entirely deep green. Fully struck and 
a solid gem coin in all respects. 

207 1898-S XF 45 ANACS. Well detailed despite fifteen points of wear, 
this S-mint half dollar displays medium gray toning and smooth sur¬ 
faces that are devoid of noteworthy circulation impairments. 

208 1904 XF 40 ANACS. With a few scattered circulation marks on the 
reverse, this specimen displays dove-gray patina that deepens to rus¬ 
set in isolated areas of the peripheries. 

209 1904-0 XF 40 ANACS. An original piece, this Barber half displays 
mottled charcoal and slate-gray patination with blushes of underly¬ 
ing blue and rose highlights. 

210 1905-0 MS 66 NGC. This low mintage (505,000 pieces) issue is 
well known for coins with poor strikes. This piece, however, defies 
normal expectations and the strength of strike is comparable to that 
on many Philadelphia coins, except only in the center of the eagle on 
the reverse. The satiny luster is unbroken by any meaningfill or 
noticeable abrasions on either side and both obverse and reverse are 
similarly toned with sea-green and reddish-golden centers. A hint of 
gray-blue shows at the -obverse margin. An outstanding, unsurpass¬ 
able Barber half.

211 1893 PR 63 PCGS. A lovely proof that shows a moderate amount of 

mint frost on the devices. There is a scattering of gold and blue-vio¬ 
let toning on each side. One of 792 proofs mint this year.

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212 1893 PR 64 PCGS. With crisply struck, frosted devices and placid, 
watery fields, this early proof Barber is temptingly close to a full 
gem designation. Although this piece is essentially untoned, we 
report mottled golden highlights over both the obverse and the 
reverse. 

213 1912 PR 63 PCGS. While the reverse of this example displays 
attractive champagne-gold highlights, the obverse carries a thick 
blanket of lavender-gray toning that masks the underlying proof 
qualities at low light levels. There are a few wispy hairlines scattered 
about both sides (most noticeably on Liberty's cheek and neck) that 
preclude a higher grade, although we note that this piece still repre¬ 
sents an important opportunity for the high grade type collector. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 


214 1916 MS 64 ANACS. A favorite first year of issue among type col¬ 
lectors and Walking Liberty specialists alike, the 1916 allows for full 
appreciation for Adolf A. Weinman's original design. This smooth 
copper-gold specimen displays a few small ticks in the obverse field 
behind Liberty that bar it from a full gem designation. Despite this 
shortcoming, the faces exhibit pleasing cartwheel luster and strong¬ 
ly (although not completely) impressed features that ensure this 
piece's above average eye appeal. 

215 1916 MS 66 PCGS. Both sides of this blemish-free, fully detailed 
example could hardly be more original. The obverse is draped in 
pearl-gray patina with deeper russet peripheral highlights that also 
frame the reverse. Population: 37 in 66, 3 finer. 

216 1917 MS 65 PCGS. A beautiful early Walker that is very clean. The 
devices are intricately detailed in all areas and overall there is a 
steel-gray caste with underlying russet colorations. Some sea-green 
is noticed at the obverse border. The coin has a fine matte-like tex¬ 
ture with generous portions of satiny luster. 

217 1918-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and mostly bright with some light 
golden patina overall. As an additional bonus, this one is virtually 
free of contact marks and abrasions, normally so prevalent on many 
Walkers. A semi-key date in the series that is elusive in select con¬ 
dition. 

218 1921-D MS 64 NGC. The end of the First World War, combined 
with the recoinage clause of the Pittman Act, forced the Denver Mint 
to concentrate most of its efforts in 1921 on silver dollar production. 
While the Colorado branch mint refrained from the production of 
cents, nickels, and quarters this year, it did manage to strike a small 
number of half dollars. Using two die pairings, the mint produced a 
total of 257,672 fifty cent pieces. Of this number, Breen asserts that 
49,672 pieces never left the Mint—an assertion that explains the 
mintage figure of 208,000 coins listed in most numismatic publica¬ 
tions. This figure gives the 1921-D the lowest original delivery of 
any business strike Walking Liberty half dollar. Most of these coins 
undoubtedly saw extensive circulation and today Mint State exam¬ 
ples are in great demand by the collecting community. This original 
near-gem displays pleasing frosty luster and overtones of milky-gold 
patina that only serve to enhance the overall eye appeal. While not 
complete, the strike is typical of most '21-Ds and is well above par 
for die series. The smooth reverse would easily support an even 
higher grade, although we note that a few wispy abrasions in the 
obverse field behind Liberty preclude a full gem designation. Strong 
bids will be necessary when this piece crosses the auction block as 
we anticipate significant competition from the numerous collectors 
who understand the rarity and importance of this key date Walker.

219 1929-D MS 65 PCGS. Virtually untoned with shimmering, well 
frosted surfaces that, unlike earlier D-mint Walkers, exhibit a char¬ 
acteristic sharps trike through the centers. Few were saved with the 
onslaught of the Great Depression and gems are consequently 
scarce. 

220 1936-D MS 65 NGC. A fully brilliant coin without any toning. Bold¬ 
ly struck with very clean surfaces, a pristine example. 

221 1939 MS 65 NGC. Crisply struck with snow-white luster, a darker 
toning patch within the eagle's trailing wing feathers is the only dis¬ 
traction on the carefully preserved surfaces. 

222 1939 MS 65 NGC, sharply detailed beneath pale golden toning; and 

a 1943 MS 65 NGC, extremely vibrant with a few streaks of delicate 
patina across the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 


223 1939-D MS 66 NGC. This bold gem carries a blanket of milky-gray 
patination that does not inhibit the underlying flash of its lustrous, 
mark-free surfaces. 

224 1939-S MS 64 NGC, golden and lilac toning; 1941 MS 64 NGC, 

deeply toned in gunmetal-gray and olive hues; 1942 MS 63 NGC, 
fully struck; and a 1945-D MS 63 NGC, lustrous with a few speck¬ 
les of russet toning. (Total: 4 coins) 

225 1941-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with a strong strike for this short set 
key and a hard, metallic luster that is hardly affected by surface 
marks. 

226 1941-S MS 64 PCGS. Exceptionally smooth, mark-free surfaces are 
completely untoned. Some of the highpoint detail is not quite fully 
defined. 

227 1942-S MS 65 NGC. A somewhat better date in the short set, this 
specimen displays the characteristic flatness of detail on the central 
features that often plagues S-mint issues. The predominantly 
untoned surfaces are, however, fully indicative of the respected 
grade designation. 

228 1943 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with brilliant-white luster. The sur¬ 
faces are virtually mark-free. 

229 1943-D MS 65 PCGS. Light golden color overlays portions of the 
obverse. Well struck. 

230 1943-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with a few speckles of russet 
color on the obverse. Gem quality throughout. 

231 1944-D MS 67 NGC. This lot highlights a common date Walker in 
an uncommon level of preservation. Slightly weak, the strike is full 
enough to elicit suitable details on Liberty's right (facing) hand, the 
gown lines, and the eagle's breast and leg feathers. The surfaces are 
free of bagmarks and carry the rich, contiguous mint frost that has 
come to characterize the 1940s issues. The cornucopia of rainbow 
color that envelops the reverse leaves the obverse brilliant save for 
pale yellow-gold peripheral toning. Neither NGC nor PCGS have 
certified any specimens above the MS 67 grade tier. 

232 1944-S MS 65 PCGS. Well struck for this conditionally scarce issue 
and boasting clean, snow-white surfaces that are but a single obverse 
hairline from even higher accolades. 

233 1945 MS 66 NGC. Essentially unmarked with blazing-white luster. 
A pristine example and as nice as the day it was coined almost 55 
years ago. 

234 1947 MS 66 PCGS. Light golden color deepens ever so slightly at 
the borders. Smooth abrasion-free fields.

235 1940 PR 68 ICG. Untoned save for a thin crescent of golden color 
along the right side of both obverse and reverse, although much 
lighter on the reverse.

Nicely impressed, this otherwise brilliant gem exhibits a few 
wispy hairlines and freckled milky-gold patination that fully support 
the PR 64 designation.

242 1948-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Speckled golden and pearl- 
gray toning is most obvious on the reverse. 

243 1949 MS 64 FuU Bell Lines NGC. Well struck with bright, corus- 
cant luster under some streaky golden patina. 

244 1950 MS 65 NGC; 1950-D MS 64 NGC; 1958-D MS 64 Full Bell 

Lines NGC; 1958-D MS 65 NGC; 1959-D MS 65 NGC; 1961 MS

245 1950 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Essentially brilliant and typical¬ 
ly sharp. 

246 1951-S MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Crisply impressed (as one 
would expect from the designation), this frosty piece is uninhibited 
by even the faintest toning. Were it not for a small abrasion behind 
Franklin's mouth, this specimen would easily gamer an even higher 
grade. 

247 1952 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lovely piece for the toning 
enthusiast, the reverse of this half dollar diplays even rose-wine pad- 
nation. The reverse is predominantly orange-russet save for a cres¬ 
cent of purple-gray toning across the lower portion. Rich mint frost 
is readily evident below the blanket of patination and the crisply 
struck, carefully preserved surfaces do full justice to the grade as 
well as the Full Bell Line designation.

250 1954-D MS 65 FuU Bell Lines PCGS. Fully brilliant with excep¬ 
tionally clean fields and a bold, sharp strike. 

251 1955 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Among the more common 
Franklin half dollar issues with a full strike, this P-mint specimen 
carries a rich endowment of mint luster below freckled charcoal pati¬ 
nation. 

252 1955 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. This richly toned specimen car¬ 
ries a thick blanket of copper-orange patination that yields to bril¬ 
liance in an isolated area over and before Franklin's forward facial 
features. The bold strike leaves neither hair details nor bell lines 
incomplete ancLthe underlying surfaces are free of all but the most 
inconspicuous distractions. 

253 1956 MS 66 Full Bell Lines PCGS, two pieces, both exhibit splen¬ 

did obverse toning that is suggestive of decades of mint set resi¬ 
dence.

254 1957 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Yet another piece for the toning 
enthusiast, this specimen combines a champagne and gold obverse 
with a deeply toned, lavender reverse. A well concealed abrasion in 
the obverse field below the Y in LIBERTY defeats this boldy struck 
gem's bid for an even higher grade. 


255 1957-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. With a limited population 
above the MS 65 grade tier, this frosty gem should command the 
undivided attention of the numerous collectors who specialize in this 
series. The surfaces are predominantly brilliant and free of notewor¬ 
thy impairments. 

256 1959 MS 65 Full BeU Lines PCGS. Crisply delineated and devoid of 
toning, this frosty gem would fit nicely into a high grade collection 
of Franklin half dollars. 

257 1959-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Light brown patina has gath¬ 
ered in isolated areas of both the obverse and reverse peripheries, 
although we note that the majority of this gem's surfaces exhibit 
blinding, snow-white luster. There are a few scattered contact marks 
and luster grazes, but none of these challenge the full gem designa- 


258 1959-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. This satiny gem is pure white 
and features a bold strike. This particular issue would be difficult to 
locate in a finer state of preservation. 

259 1961 MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant gem that exhibits very clean surfaces. 

260 1962-D MS 65 NGC. Well defined, but not quite full on the bell 
lines. The lightly toned surfaces are nearly mark-free. 

261 1962-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Splotchy russet toning can be 
seen to the left of the portrait and across the lower half of the reverse. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 


262 1842 AU 55 ANACS. One of the more common Seated dollars from 
the 1840s, this is a remarkably attractive coin for the series. While 
most surviving circulated specimens carry heavy contact marks and 
have suffered the effects of crude cleaning, this original piece is 
remarkably smooth for a large silver coin. Both the obverse and the 
reverse carry a rich endowment of lilac-gray patination that yields to 
yellow-green iridescence about the denticles. While the strike is not 
quite full and the highpoints exhibit light wear, all major features are 
sharply delineated. An excellent coin for a circulated type set, this 
piece will win the admiration of proponents of originality. 

263 1850-0 AU 58 NGC. With an original mintage of only 40,000 
pieces and a low rate of survival, this issue is elusive in all grades. 
The paucity of specimens at the Mint State level imparts special 
allure to lightly circulated survivors such as this among Seated dol¬ 
lar enthusiasts. An untoned piece, both sides of this specimen dis¬ 
play numerous contact marks that befit a circulated silver coin of this 
size. The features are well defined and bear adequate testimony to 
the strong strike that the New Orleans mint used to produce this 
piece. We anticipate strong competition for this O-mint dollar among 
collectors who realize its scarcity. 

264 1855 XF 45 PCGS. In a series of unsung rarities, the 1855 Seated 
dollar is only infrequently encountered even among the most persis¬ 
tent of specialists. Although noticeably worn across the highpoints 
and weakly struck, this coin is quite well detailed for a silver dollar 
that saw fifteen points of circulation. The scattered circulation marks 
are nicely concealed by a blanket of lavender-gray toning. Overall, 
this is an attractive, problem-free survivor from an original delivery 
of only 26,000 pieces. 

265 1859 AU 55 PCGS. Bright surfaces with zero toning and localized 
weakness on Liberty's head and surrounding stars. There is a rather 
serious cut running along the back of the eagle's neck and head. 

266 1859-S AU 55 ANACS. Mottled brown-gold toning envelops both 
sides of this tightly worn representative of the San Francisco Mint's 
first silver dollar issue. Sharply struck and boldly defined through¬ 
out, the fields carry a few trivial distractions that do not inhibit the 
overall appeal of this specimen. Informed specialists will recall that 
of the 20,000 coins originally delivered by the west coast branch 
mint this year, the federal government hurriedly exported the major¬ 
ity to China where they were lost to future generations of collectors. 
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267 1862 MS 64 NGC. The 11,540 business strike silver dollars that the 
Philadelphia Mint delivered during 1862 suffered catastrophic attri¬ 
tion during the melting spree of the early 1860s. With the notewor¬ 
thy exception of a few of the star centers, the eagle's upper left (fac¬ 
ing) wing, and the eagle's left (facing) leg feathers, this Mint State 
survivor is very well struck for the series. Heavily striated, the fields 
evidence a few scattered abrasions that include a somewhat distract¬ 
ing one before Liberty's right (facing) elbow. A thin veil of hazy- 
gold patina overlays the moderately frosted surfaces and helps give 
this specimen the look of a higher grade. With only one MS 65 
example certified by PCGS (6/99), we can hardly overstate the 
importance of this premium quality near-gem among Seated dollar 
enthusiasts. (See Color Photo) 

268 1867 AU 55 PCGS. Still quite lustrous with strong definition in all 
areas. The obverse of this scarce, second-year With Motto issue is 
tinted rose-gray, while the reverse is brilliant. 

269 1872 XF 40 PCGS. An untoned, silver-gray example with a fair 
amount of luster in the protected areas. 

270 1872 MS 63 PCGS. Despite the largest mintage of the series, this 
issue, like all Seated dollars, is quite scarce in attractive Mint State 
levels of preservation. An original specimen with dusky gray-gold 
toning throughout, this piece shows a strong strike that wanes slight¬ 
ly on the top of Liberty's head and the surrounding stars. While the 
thin toning allows for full appreciation of the modestly reflective 
fields and amply frosted devices, it is unable to obscure the scattered 
bagmarks that account for the grade. Nonetheless, this is an attrac¬ 
tive dollar that belongs in a Mint State type set. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

271 1859 PR 64 PCGS. Both sides offer deep, glossy reflectivity under 
a thorough coating of violet and sea-green toning. All devices dis¬ 
play the intricate sharpness of a proof, and the coin's most obvious 
distraction is a series of milling marks between Liberty's leg and star 
13. A relatively s mal l percentage, perhaps even a minority of the 800 
proofs issued, survive today. Population: 27 in 64, 9 finer. 

272 1865 PR 63 NGC. Streaks of murky gray-violet toning are found 
across both sides of this well mirrored, if noticeably hairhned exam¬ 
ple. Just 500 proofs were manufactured in this final official year of 
No Motto coinage. 

273 1865 PR 64 PCGS. Other than the ultra-rare 1866 No Motto, the 

1865 proof represents the final year of No Motto production for 
Seated dollars. The scarcity of regular production coins leaves col¬ 
lectors with little choice but to include proof examples in their sets. 
The surfaces on this especially attractive specimen are moderately 
toned in rose, golden, and steel-gray shadings, and display excellent 
field-to-device contrast. (See Color Photo) 

274 1868 PR 63 ANACS. This boldly struck proof specimen exhibits 
heavily frosted devices and deeply reflective fields that impart pleas¬ 
ing cameo contrast. While the fields display numerous striations and 
hairlines that account for the grade, the devices are free of mention- 
able impairments. Pale charcoal-gray highlights overlay both sides 
but hardly inhibit the underlying proof qualities. An attractive piece 
for the collector whose budget rules out the pursuit of a near-gem 
representation. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 

275 1877-S MS 62 PCGS. A very popular type coin in any Mint State 
grade. Light gray toning with remarkably clean surfaces. 

276 1878-S MS 61~NGC. Despite the low Uncirculated grade, this coin 
is possessed with above average eye appeal. An original layer of 
olive-gray patination masks the underlying bagmarks and distrac¬ 
tions fiat account for the grade. Despite hallmark striking softness in 
the usual areas, the impression is essentially free of criticism and 
leaves no major detail incomplete. Vibrant cartwheel sheen rounds 
out the allure of this survivor from the San Francisco Mint's last 
delivery of Trade dollars. 


CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

277 1879 PR 63 PCGS. Well mirrored with a sharp cameo on each side 
that is further aided by violet and blue iridescent toning at the mar¬ 
gins. A dazzling, proof-only Trade dollar. 

278 1880 PR 64 NGC. Essentially untoned with glassy brilliance in the 
fields that leads to a typical high level of contrast for this proof-only 
issue. The obverse stars, particularly those on the right side, are curi¬ 
ously soft. 

279 1883 PR 64 PCGS. Mildly cameoed with the barest trace of milky 
patina on the obverse and a touch of russet toning from 1 to 2 o'clock 
on the denticles. The final collectible year of the Trade dollar 
denomination, the proof-only 1883 has always been a popular issue. 

CERTIFIED MORGAN DOLLARS 

280 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 PCGS. A well impressed representative of 
this popular first year of issue variety, this dollar's cartwheel surfaces 
carry a thin veil of mottled milky-gray toning. A small luster graze 
on Liberty's cheek is the only distraction worthy of note and justifies 
the near-gem designation. 

281 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 63 NGC; 1884-CC MS 63 Prooflike 

NGC; 1887-0 MS 63 NGC; and an 1887-S MS 63 NGC, all untoned 
save for a hint of golden peripheral color. (Total: 4 

coins) 

282 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and essen¬ 
tially brilliant, with only a few scattered field marks on the obverse. 

283 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 ANACS. VAM-41a. Although frosted 
throughout, this specimen's devices display a much thicker blanket 
of snow-white luster that imparts a modest prooflike appearance. 
Delicately framed in champagne peripheral iridescence, die prime 
focal points are free of noteworthy distractions and all features are 
crisply defined. 

284 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 64 NGC. This is a boldly (although not com¬ 
pletely) struck piece that displays suitable definition on the under- 
feathers. Despite a few wispy abrasions that account for the grade, 
the surfaces are rather clean and blanketed with pleasing champagne 
iridescence. 

285 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A diffi¬ 
cult issue to locate with this combination of a prooflike finish and 
memorable surface preservation, this specimen deserves a carefully 
considered bid. The razor sharp strike leaves no detail of the richly 
frosted devices incomplete. While the delicate, glassy fields are 
unable to hide the wispy bagmarks that account for the grade, we 
note that none of these are worthy of individual concern. Untoned 
throughout, this flashy near-gem leaps from its holder with charac¬ 
ter. 

286 1878-CC MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with excellent frostiness 
and a grade-limiting scuff in front of Liberty's chin. 

287 1878-CC MS 65 PCGS. Minimally abraded with mottled russet ton¬ 
ing on the obverse and a lighter, milkier shade of steel-blue on the 
reverse that gives way to golden-orange at the margins. 

288 1878-S MS 65 PCGS. Both obverse and reverse are liberally 
splashed with varying shades of orange and sea-green toning. 

289 1878-S MS 65 NGC. Despite its commonness, this S-mint Morgan 
is popular among type'collectors as a first year of issue. Heavily 
frosted throughout and essentially untoned, the crisply delineated 
devices stand out boldly above the placid fields. 

290 1878-S MS 66 NGC. The availability of this S-mint Morgan through 
the MS 66 grade tier does little to reduce the outstanding beauty of 
the current specimen. Boldly struck and heavily frosted (as always), 
both the obverse and reverse peripheries carry pleasing russet-gold 
toning that deepens to rainbow shades in isolated areas. As befits the 
grade, the surfaces are devoid of noteworthy bagmarks. 

291 1878-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant with striated fields 
that impart a glassy sheen over both sides. 
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292 1879 MS 64 PCGS. A sparkling, white example that lacks complete 
definition on the central devices, but is especially clean and vibrant 
for this more difficult Philadelphia issue. 

293 1879 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. This is an excellent candidate for the 
Morgan dollar enthusiast whose lavish taste exceeds his or her shal¬ 
low pockets. Powerfully struck throughout, the frosty-white devices 
rise boldly above the mirrored fields. Despite the scattered abrasions 
that account for the grade, this brilliant piece is attractive and essen¬ 
tially free of criticism. 

294 1879-CC MS 63 NGC. The first of the challenging CC-mint Mor¬ 
gans, this 1879 survivor displays an unusually weak impression that 
leaves the hair above the ear as well as the eagle’s talons quite flat 
The ample luster and pleasing gold overtones are, however, memo¬ 
rable. A lone bagmark on Liberty's neckline is the only distraction 
worthy of note and seems to account for the MS 63 grade. 

295 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. In addition to its low mintage, this early 
CC-mint dollar owes its scarcity to heavy circulation during the hey¬ 
day of the American frontier. The boldly defined, richly frosted 
devices contrast beautifully with the more thinly veiled fields to give 
this specimen an appearance that is knocking on the door of a PL 
designation. Liberty's cheek and the neighboring field display a bit 
too much chatter to support a realistic claim to the MS 65 grade 
level. Always popular among Carson City aficionados, this brilliant 
near-gem should co mman d respect and attention when it crosses the 
auction block. 

296 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. Very frosty and only limited in grade by a 

few scattered facial marks. An appealing, lightly toned example of 
this always-popular date. (See Color Photo) 

297 1879-0 MS 63 NGC. Untoned with boldly detailed, chalky features 
and minimal blemishes for the assigned grade. 

298 1879-0 MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering luster and only a few minor 
obverse marks from gem quality. 

299 1879-S MS 66 NGC. A creamy, borderline prooflike dollar with an 
apple-smooth cheek and beginnings of rose-violet peripheral toning. 

300 1879-S MS 66 NGC, the obverse is nearly covered in orange and 

olive-gold toning; and an 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike 
NGC, violet and sea-green peripheral toning on each side. (Total: 

2 coins) 

301 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 63 PCGS. While "merely'' grading 63, 
this frosty-white example is far less abraded than the typical Second 
Reverse '79-S and boasts outstanding luster as well. 

302 1880 MS 62 NGC; 1880-S MS 62 NGC, prooflike reverse; 1881-0 

MS 62 NGC; 1882 MS 62 NGC; (2) 1882 MS 63 NGC, one with 
crescents of sea-green and russet toning on each side; 1883 MS 61 
NGC; and an 1885 MS 63 NGC. (Total: 

8 coins) 

303 1880 MS 63 NGC; (3) 1880-S MS 63 NGC, one with milky obverse 

toning; 1881 MS 63 NGC; 1882-0 MS 63 NGC; 1896 MS 63 NGC, 
colorful orange and blue iridescence at the borders; and an 1898 MS 
63 NGC, sporadic russet peripheral toning. (Total: 8 

coins) 

304 1880 MS 65 NGC. Despite its smooth, gem surfaces, this dollar's 
originality is easily its most endearing quality. Variegated hues of 
blue, russet, and gold have gathered about the peripheries and frame 
the largely brilliant centers. Adequately struck throughout, we note 
trivial imcompleteness of detail on the hair over the ear that hardly 
inhibits this piece's memorable eye appeal. This issue is much scarce 
at the gem level of preservation than its S-mint counterpart. 

305 1880-CC MS 63 NGC, 8 Over High 7, semi-prooflike and outlined 

in russet toning; and an 1880-0 MS 62 NGC, sharply detailed with 
claims to a select rating. (Total: 2 coins) 

306 1880-CC MS 64 NGC. Brilliant luster and a fairly good strike. A few 
minor surface ticks limit the grade. 

307 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 65 ANACS. VAM-4. A vibrant, 
snow-white example of this Top 100 variety, with only minimal frost 
breaks on Liberty's cheek. 


308 1880-0 MS 64 ICG. An elusive issue above the MS 63 grade tier, 
this specimen carries swirling mint frost and a crisp strike that is 
rarely encountered on O-mint silver dollars. Untoned throughout, 
this specimen is a few wispy abrasions away from an even higher 
grade designation. 

309 1880-0 MS 64 ICG. Although not quite complete, the strike on this 
frosty silver dollar leaves no major details on either Liberty's hair or 
the eagle's breast undefined. A single, arc-like luster graze across 
Liberty's cheek is the only abrasion that disqualifies this brilliant 
example from the gem grade tier. For accuracy alone, we report a 
planchet flaw on the obverse nestled within the curve of the lowest 
hair curl.

1885-0 MS 64 NGC; 1889 MS 64 NGC; and a 1904-0 MS 64 NGC, 
a couple with claims to prooflike status and all brilliant through the 
centers with thin outlines of russet toning at the edges. (Total: 9

312 1880-S MS 66 NGC. Bright and untoned with a typical full strike. 

313 1880-S MS 66 NGC. Faintly patinated with full, original luster. 

314 1880-S MS 66 PCGS. Very frosty devices contrast against essential¬ 
ly mark-free fields. Fully brilliant and white. 

315 1880-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC, light rose-violet obverse toning; 

1881-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC; 1881-S MS 62 Deep Mirror 
Prooflike NGC; and an 1882-0 MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, 
chattery obverse surface marks. (Total: 

4 coins) 

316 1881 MS 64 PCGS. Crisply struck, as always, this brilliant specimen 
carries a few too many reverse abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 
We do, however, call attention to Liberty's smooth cheek and specu¬ 
late that, on its own, this feature would certainly gamer a full gem 
designation. 

317 1881-CC MS 64 PCGS. A snow-white example with only a few triv¬ 
ial facial blemishes, but otherwise strong gem credentials. 

318 1881-CC MS 65 NGC. The obverse is untoned and shows one minor 
blemish on the cheek, while a crescent of russet and blue toning 
adorns the right side of the reverse. 

319 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. A fresh, original look with no toning and 
superb, gem surfaces. 

320 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. While the obverse of this piece leans toward 
a prooflike designation, the reverse carries uniform mint frost on 
both the devices and the fields. Crisply struck and free of even the 
faintest toning, this lovely gem combines breathtaking beauty with 
noteworthy affordability. 

321 1882-CC MS 65 NGC. Neatly struck and characterized by smooth 
fields and devices, this ice-white Carson City dollar would fit nice¬ 
ly into a high grade type set. 

322 1882-CC MS 66 Deep Minor Prooflike PCGS. This specimen's 
powerful strike, heavily frosted devices, and deeply reflective fields 
speak volumes about the care that the Carson City Mint imparted to 
its cartwheels. While the delicate, glassy fields betray a few incon¬ 
sequential bagmarks. Liberty's cheek is conspicuous by its cleanli¬ 
ness. Untoned and brilliant throughout, it is little wonder that this 
piece is among the finest certified representations of its issue. 

323 1882-S MS 67 PCGS. In typical San Francisco Mint fashion, this 
early 1880s dollar displays thickly frosted surfaces and a razor sharp 
strike that does full justice to George Morgan’s famous design. 
Although the obverse carries glassy fields, the uniform veil of frost 
that envelops the reverse precludes a prooflike designatioin. This 
superb gem exhibits untoned, placid surfaces that are tantalizingly 
close to numismatic perfection. 
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324 1883-CC MS 65 NGC. This is a beautiful gem whose untoned sur¬ 
faces readily reveal its strong strike, smooth features, and thick lus¬ 
ter. Always popular as a Carson City issue. 

325 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. Although this issue is popular in all Mint 
State grades, the present gem is sure to win the admiration of Car- 
son City and Morgan dollar specialists alike. The otherwise crisp 
strike is uncommonly weak on the hair above the ear. The lack of 
bagmarks and pleasing endowment of snow-white frost, however, 
ensure that this coin possesses exceptional eye appeal. 

326 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. This gem is untoned with superb white, frosty 
luster and a gorgeous rounded cheek. 

327 1883-S MS 64 NGC. Despite a sizeable delivery of 6,250,000 
pieces, this S-mint Morgan is much rarer in Uncirculated grades than 
the preceeding five issues from the west coast branch mint. Save for 
the hallmar k incompleteness of definition on the hair over the ear, 
the strike is admirable and the brilliant surfaces exhibit billowy, 
cloud-white luster. The few trivial bagmarks that preclude a full gem 
designation hardly inhibit this specimen's overall eye appeal. A sig¬ 
nificant opportunity for the Morgan enthusiast, we recommend 
strong bids when this near-gem crosses the auction block. 

328 1884 MS 65 NGC. With rich mint frost that wisks every ray of light 
around its surfaces in whirpool fashion and a smooth cheek on Lib¬ 
erty, this effulgent silver dollar has the look of an even more highly 
respected grade. Predominantly brilliant, this piece reveals pale 
champagne iridescence about the upper obverse periphery that con¬ 
firms its originality. As one would expect of a P-mint issue from the 
1880s, the strike is essentially complete save for trivial weakness on 
the hair over the ear. 

329 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. Well defined with bright, satiny luster and a 
hint of light color. 

330 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. Creamy, bright luster is completely white 
and untoned over each side. The cheek is smooth and mark-free. 

331 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. With a razor sharp strike, effulgent surfaces, 
and a smooth cheek on Liberty, it is little wonder that this CC-mint 
dollar garnered such a respected grade designation.

Mostly brilliant 
with central devices that are just a couple of hair strands over Liber¬ 
ty's ear from complete The '98-S with this depth of reflectivity is an 
extremely challenging issue and almost never seen finer than the 
present example. 

435 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are untoned with vibrant, satiny lus¬ 
ter and a strike that is very close to full. 

436 1899-S MS 63 PCGS. Very well struck with modestly reflective 
qualities on each side, enough to merit consideration as a prooflike.

443 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. A very clean example of this scarce S-mint 
dollar that is only held back from grading higher by some weakness 
of strike in the central areas.

394 1892-0 MS 64 ANACS. A pleasing piece despite the often encoun¬ 
tered New Orleans strike, this specimen carries russet peripheral ton- 
ina that lightens substantially on the reverse. Lustrous and quite 
smooth, this piece will certainly please the collector whose limited 
budget precludes the acquisition of a full gem representative. 

395 1893-CC MS 62 PCGS. A snow-white example of the last of the CC- 
mint Morgan dollars. The strike is typically soft and the obverse dis¬ 
plays numerous light bagmarks, hence the lower grade. The reverse 
is nicer, but also shows some central weakness.

439 1900 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and extremely choice for the assigned 
grade, with hardly any signs of contact on the reverse. 

440 1900 MS 66 PCGS. Untoned with excellent strength of strike and 
nearly impeccable, satiny surfaces. Only a small percentage of 
Uncirculated 1900 dollars reach this lofty designation. 

441 1900-O/CC MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and untoned with only a few 
strategically placed marks on the obverse that detract very little from 
this popular overmintmark. 

442 1900-O/CC MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with particularly bold features 
for this ever-fascinating variety. 

443 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. A very clean example of this scarce S-mint 
dollar that is only held back from grading higher by some weakness 
of strike in the central areas. 


444 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. Despite characteristic striking weakness on 
the highpoints, this example displays above average definition for an 
O-mint issue. The untoned surfaces exhibit rich mint frost and an 
absence of noteworthy abrasions that does full justice to the MS 65 
grade level. 

445 1901-0 MS 66 PCGS. Shimmering, untoned surfaces with out¬ 
standing definition for the issue, lacking just a hair strand or two 
over Liberty's ear, and fully detailed on the eagle's breast. The fields 
are pristine and just a few trivial frost breaks can be found on the 


446 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and mostly untoned, there is some 

weakness of strike in the center areas, and a few trivial abrasions on 
the obverse. A scarce, late date S-mint dollar and difficult to locate 
so fine. _ 

447 1902 MS 64 NGC. Well struck with bright satiny luster. 

448 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny-white and just a trifle soft in the centers, 
as is normal on later date P-mints. 

449 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with a hint of toning. 
Small marks are visible in the obverse field. 

450 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. Pleasing to the eye and completely white. The 
centers are a little softly struck. 

451 1902-S MS 64 NGC. Lustrous with light golden toning, deepening 
to russet at the peripheries. A touch soft in the centersl with a few 
marks evident. 

452 1903-0 MS 64 NGC. Bright-white and well defined for the issue 
with minor luster grazes. 

453 1903-0 MS 66 NGC. Both the strike and surface quality on this 
lovely '03-0 are nothing short of top rate. The obverse is framed in 
russet and sea-green toning, the only appreciable color on this shim¬ 
mering example. 

454 1904 MS 65 PCGS. Very well struck beneath gray-lilac toning that 
is superseded by a swath of emerald-green down the center of the 
reverse. This lesser-seen Philadelphia issue is one of the most diffi¬ 
cult Morgans from the "Mother Mint" as a gem. 

455 1904-0 MS 65 NGC, two pieces, both clean, lustrous gems with 

tinges of golden color at the edges. (Total: 2 coins) 

456 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned with bold central details 
and few appreciable marks. A paper-thin facial cut keeps this vibrant 
'04-S from advancing to the choice level. 

457 1921 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Boldly struck with a 
watery brilliance that varies little from the fields to the devices. 
Some patchy haziness can be seen on the obverse. DMPL examples 
of this final year Morgan are genuinely rare any finer. 

458 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. An originally toned, very colorful example 
displaying deep sea-green and blue shades intermingled over each 
side. Well struck and essentially mark-free, certainly a "must see" 
Morgan for the toning enthusiast. 

459 1921-D MS 65 NGC. Quite boldy impressed for a 1921 Morgan dol¬ 
lar, this issue displays trivial weakness of definition that is largely 
confined to select areas of the wreath. The richly frosted devices and 
more thinly veiled fields are uninhi bited by either toning or distract¬ 
ing contact marks. This issue’s status as the only D-mint Morgan 
ensures its popularity among type collectors and dollar enthusiasts 


460 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Smartly impressed save for the reverse 

wreath, this brilliant gem displays pristine surfaces and effulgent 
luster. 


461 1921-S MS 64 NGC. This untoned specimen’s eye appeal suffers 
from a prominent reeding mark behind Liberty's cap as well as a pair 
of heavy bagmarks on the cheek. 

462 1921-S MS 64 NGC. Bright mint luster but too scuffy and softly 
struck to merit a full gem grade. 
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463 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright, frosted mint luster and sharply 
defined throughout. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

464 1879 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply toned on each side, with the most col¬ 
orful hues reserved for the peripheral areas. There is a hint of strik¬ 
ing softness at the centers, a deficiency that shows up often on proof 
Morgans of this date. 

465 1883 PR 65 PCGS. The bright, reflective fields still shine and flash 
forcefully through the rich, deep layers of violet, blue, and steel-gray 
colors. A beautifully toned example of a gem proof Morgan. 
(See Color Photo) 

466 1887 PR 64 PCGS. A glorious, near-gem specimen that has notable 
field-to-device contrast and benefits from burnt-orange peripheral 
toning, with even more colorful flashes of blue and purple irides¬ 
cence at the edges. 

467 1891 PR 63 PCGS. A trifle flat in the centers with appreciable con¬ 
trast under a thin layer of hazy patina. Several tiny spots have devel¬ 
oped on each side, the biggest distraction on this otherwise flashy 
example. 

468 1900 PR 67 NGC. Few coins excite specialists in the same manner 
as proof Morgan dollars. While these coins often come deeply toned, 
this superb gem is essentially brilliant save for gorgeous honey-gold 
highlights that are more prevalent on the reverse than on the obverse. 
Intensely cameoed, the awe-inspiring surfaces are temptingly close 
to numismatic perfection. We do, however, call attention to a small 
lint mark (as struck) at the base of Liberty's chin as well as a notice¬ 
able planchet flaw (also as struck) within the eagle's left (facing) 
wing feathers. Out of the 900 proof specimens that the Philadelphia 
Mint coined this year, NGC has graded only 11 in PR 67 with only 
7 finer. To this total, PCGS adds only 5 pieces above PR 66. 

469 1901 PR 63 PCGS. The surfaces are a bit dull and exhibit a moder¬ 
ately toned appearance with some underlying hairlines. Still, an 
important proof dollar because of the extreme rarity of Mint State 
business strikes of this date. 

470 1902 PR 64 PCGS. A delicately toned proof striking that evidences 
the normal lack of field-to-device contrast so commonly seen on 
early 1900s issues. Well struck and showing only a few scattered 
hairlines in the fields, all beneath a subtle yellow-gold patina. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

471 1922 MS 65 NGC. Creamy-white luster with a sharp strike overall. 
Perfect for type. 

472 1922 MS 66 NGC. Brilliant with sparkling mint luster and several 
luster grazes on each side. 

473 1922-S MS 65 PCGS. Both sides display a shimmering, well frost¬ 
ed appearance and a refreshing absence of contact marks. A few 
more visible strands of hair over Liberty's ear would be nice, but 
hardly demote this exceptional, delicately toned '22-S below its 
deserved gem classification. 

474 1923 MS 64 NGC; 1923-S MS 62 NGC; 1924 MS 63 NGC; 1925 
MS 64 NGC; and a 1927 MS 62 NGC, all essentially brilliant with 
the exception of the '27-P, which is toned in deep olive-gold hues. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

475 1923 MS 65 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces exhibit a hint of color. 
Portions of an old fingerprint are noticed on the reverse. 

476 1923-D MS 64 NGC. Brilliant with a near full strike. Unfortunately, 
there are too many contact marks on the obverse for a finer grade. 

477 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Really quite a sharp strike, especially on the 
obverse. Lustrous and untoned. 

478 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with intense, flashy mint luster and a 
full strike. 


479 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and sharp with a couple of tiny milling 
marks on Liberty's lip and jaw. 

480 1924-S MS 63 PCGS. Well defined and nearly mark-free, some 
golden patina coats each side. A conservatively graded example. 

481 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Bright, lustrous, and fully original. 

482 1926 MS 64 NGC. Completely untoned with a couple of very minor 
luster grazes on the reverse. A high-end example. 

483 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. Lightly marked on the obverse with some 
hazy gray toning overall. A choice example. 

484 1926-S MS 64 NGC. The declining population of this S-mint issue 
above the MS 64 tier should be enough to attract significant atten¬ 
tion for the current near-gem from potential bidders. Despite char¬ 
acteristic weakness of definition that is most readily evident on the 
eagle’s wings and legs, this lightly toned specimen would do justice 
to a prized collection of Peace dollars. 

485 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Crisply (although not quite fully) defined, this 
brilliant near-gem is an attractive representative of this low mintage 
P-mint issue. 

486 1927-D MS 64 PCGS. One of the keys to the Peace dollar series at 
the MS 65 level, this just-miss specimen represents an important 
opportunity for the budget-minded specialist. Freckled milky-gold 
toning overlays both sides but hardly detracts from the boldly 
defined devices. A luster graze behind Liberty's mouth is, unfortu¬ 
nately, worthy of mention. 

487 1928 MS 64 NGC. This is a memorable repiesentation of this low 
mintage issue whose predominantly smooth faces are temptingly 
close to an even higher grade. A group of abrasions on the eagle's 
trailing wing feathers and lower leg, however, seem to rule out an 
MS 65 designation. 

488 1928-S MS 63 PCGS. This conditionally challenging S-mint issue is 
infrequently encountered above the MS 63 grade tier. A premium 
quality piece, this richly frosted specimen displays a few too many 
bagmarks to warrant a near-gem designation. While the obverse is 
nicely impressed, we note characteristic striking softness on the 
reverse that leaves the eagle quite bald. 

489 1934 MS 64 NGC. Boldly struck with deep satiny brilliance. One 
contact mark on the reverse restricts the grade. 

490 1934 MS 64 PCGS. A predominantly untoned specimen, this near¬ 
gem displays mottled rusty-brown toning on the upper obverse as 
well as the lower reverse. A prominent contact mark that bisects the 
eagle's mid-section is worthy of note. 

491 1934 MS 64 NGC. Boldly struck for the series, carefully preserved, 
and untoned throughout, this specimen carries no noticeable distrac¬ 
tions that would exclude it from the MS 65 grade level. 

492 1934-D MS 64 PCGS. With an average impression and light gold 
overtones, this frosty example would fit nicely into a high grade type 
set. 

493 1934-S MS 66 IGC. Pristine surfaces and superb quality overall. 
This coin is simply immaculate and the surfaces are covered with 
thick, frosted mint luster that shows to its best advantage as the coin 
is essentially untoned. Sharply struck throughout.

494 1935 MS 65 ANACS. A lone abrasion on Liberty's neckline is the 
only distraction worthy of note on the smooth, nicely impressed sur¬ 
faces of this gem. 

495 1935-S MS 64 PCGS. This near-gem's fulsome surfaces and pre¬ 
dominantly mark-free features are free of criticism. We do, howev¬ 
er, call attention to a lone indentation imbedded in one of the hair 
strands over Liberty's ear that apparently accounts for the grade.

496 A solid gem 1939 proof set, all PCGS certified as follows: cent PR 
65 Red, a trifle hazy on the obverse; nickel PR 66, subtle yellow- 
gold peripheral accents; dime PR 65, blushes of milky patina 
through the centers; quarter PR 65, mostly brilliant and very reflec¬ 
tive; and half dollar PR 65, virtually untoned with strong eye appeal. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

497 A lovely 1940 proof set, all certified by PCGS as follows: cent PR 

65 Red PCGS, splashes of orange patina on each side; nickel PR 65, 
attractive pastel toning; dime PR 65, patchy haziness on the reverse; 
quarter PR 66, crescents of golden-brown patina along the right 
sides; and half dollar PR 65, sparkling mirrors with only a single 
hairline in the right obverse field. (Total: 5 coins) 

498 A high quality 1941 proof set, all PCGS graded with the following 
results: cent PR 65 Red, bright golden-red color is muted only slight¬ 
ly on the obverse; nickel PR 65, lemon-yellow and lilac overtones; 
dime PR 65, specks of toning on the reverse; quarter PR 65, brilliant; 
and half dollar PR 65, bright, highly reflective surfaces.

499 A gem 1942 six-piece proof set, all PCGS graded as follows: cent 
PR 65 Red, fiery color with minute hazinessin the fields; Type One 
nickel PR 66, well mirrored beneath delicate golden patina; Type 
Two nickel PR 65, mottled, milky toning over both sides; dime PR 
65, brilliant and very flashy; quarter PR 65, subtle patination over 
hairline-free surfaces; and half dollar PR 65, deep, sparkling mirrors 
with highlights of yellow-gold.

500 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. Bright with light, original pati¬ 
na, some scuffiness shows in the fields. 

501 1916 McKinley MS 63 PCGS. Shimmering luster with the arm's 
length appearance of a gem. 

502 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant, bright luster, though 
a few surface marks are visible. 

503 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Lustrous, but a bit cloudy, with 
an average strike and only small impairments. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


504 1853 MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces are remarkably clean for the grade, 
but the luster and strike are slightly below average. 

505 1853 MS 62 PCGS. A bright, sharply struck example, far more 
attractive than its grade might indicate. 

506 1853 MS 62 NGC. A readily affordable representation of the Type 
One gold dollar, this specimen carries numerous scattered abrasions 
that mask the modest reflectivity of its fields. Nicely struck through¬ 
out, the surfaces display appealing yellow-gold coloration. A small 
planchet flaw in the obverse field before Liberty's mouth is also wor¬ 
thy of attention. 

507 1853 MS 64 ICG. A bold striking with greater cartwheel effect than 
is most often seen on Type One issues and minor die clashing on the 
reverse. 


508 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces with hardly 
any detectableIvear, but heavy clash marks accompany both sides. 

509 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Extremely well struck with most of 
the satiny luster intact. Some striated roughness on the obverse bor¬ 
der at 11 o'clock is apparently Mint-caused and does adversely affect 
the grade. 


510 1857-C AU 50 PCGS. The first of the Type Three gold dollars pro¬ 
duced at the North Carolina branch mint, the 1857-C was a very 
poorly produced issue. While the obverse of the present specimen 
displays nearly complete denticles and adequately detailed devices, 
the reverse draws toward the viewer's left and is poorly defined on 
the wreath, DOLLAR, and the date. The modestly reflective, yellow- 
gold surfaces carry the usual number of scattered abrasions as well 
as a prominent indentation in the reverse field after the 1. Despite its 
shortcomings, this is an important About Uncirculated survivor from 
an original delivery of only 13,280 pieces. 

511 1873 Open 3 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with essentially no 
impairments. The slightly subdued luster limits the grade. 

512 1873 Open 3 MS 64 NGC. A very popular date in the series that is 
often included in type sets as well. The bright, satiny surfaces are 
complemented with some reddish-golden color. The strike is bold 
and sharp.

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

513 1856-D—Obverse Lamination--ANACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. 
Although the readily visible lamination that runs from rim to rim 
after bisecting Liberty's head is mint-made, it is too prominent to 
simply ignore. Despite this shortcoming, however, this is a quite 
pleasing example of this rare D-mint half eagle whose original 
mintage halted at a mere 874 pieces. Although much less abraded 
than normal for a product of the Dahlonega Mint, this orange-gold 
specimen displays a characteristically weak impression that leaves 
the star centrils. hair curls, and eagle's feathers largely incomplete. 
Nonetheless, the numerous collectors who specialize in southern 
gold will appreciate the opportunity to acquire this original repre¬ 
sentative. 

514 1859-S AU 53 PCGS. Crisply struck and minimall y abraded, this 
copper-gold specimen represents an important opportunity for the 
numerous gold specialists who have searched diligently for a lightly 
worn representation of this elusive S-mint issue. 

515 1878 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and original, with an attractive pinkish- 
gold tint. The 1878 is not overly scarce as a date in Mint State, but 
enjoys added popularity because it is some 20-30 years older than 
most uncirculated Liberty quarter eagles. 

516 1889 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and satiny with isolated softness on the 
curls over Liberty’s brow and on the eagle's left leg. 

517 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Razor sharp with slightly subdued yellow-gold 
color. Fewer than 30,000 pieces were originally struck. 

518 1903 MS 63 NGC. Sharp and lustrous with a few trivial alloy stains 
on each side. 

519 1903 MS 64 PCGS. A popular issue among type collectors, this 
frosty near-gem displays a vivid orange-gold "appearance that is 
interrupted by a few trivial abrasions in the reverse field. Boldly 
struck, as always, this specimen is temptingly close to an even high¬ 
er grade. 

520 1907 MS 61 NGC. A sharply defined, quite lustrous example. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

521 1908 MS 63 NGC. A lone abrasion that extends into the field below 
the Indian's chin is the only distraction worthy of note on this attrac¬ 
tive piece. Both the obverse and the reverse exhibit a warm honey- 
gold mien that accentuates the boldly delineated features. The first 
year of Bela Lyon Pratt's incuse design, the 1908 is an affordable, 
although important, issue among advanced type collectors. 

522 1909 MS 63 PCGS. Extremely well struck with fewer marks than 
might be expected of the grade, but a shiny frost break on the Native 
American's cheek keeps this piece at the select level. 

523 1910 MS 63 NGC. This is a pleasing, orange-gold specimen whose 
modestly granular surfaces are curiously mark-free for the grade. 
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524 1911-D MS 64 NGC. A sharply struck representative of the key 
issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. Not only are the design ele¬ 
ments well brought up, but the mintmark is exceptionally well 
defined also. The fine grain matte-like surfaces are remarkably clean 
and vibrant, being partially framed in orange patina. 
(See Color Photo) 

525 1914 MS 63 NGC. Both sides are a fairly rich golden-orange color 
with blushes of pink across the central devices. Well struck and con¬ 
siderably above average for this second most difficult Indian quarter 
eagle issue. 

526 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck beneath uniform layers of rich 
orange patina. A sound Uncirculated example of this scarcer Indian 
quarter eagle. 

527 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Dazzling luster and mint frost are paired 
together for the first time since Pretty Woman on this eye appealing 
Indian quarter eagle. 

528 1926 MS 64 PCGS. The elusiveness of this issue at the gem level 
imparts special importance to MS 64 representations among the 
numerous collectors who specialize in this 20th century gold series. 
The nicely frosted surfaces display a pleasing orange-gold mien and 
boldly impressed devices. A group of abrasions in the reverse field 
behind the eagle's head unfortunately preclude a gem designation. 

529 1929 MS 64 NGC. A flashy final year issue with ample sharpness 
and uniform layers of orange-gold toning. Only a few minor field 
marks separate this lovely piece from gem quality. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 

530 1874 AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces with typical softness on the 
feather tips and the base of the bow. Basically mark-free with little 
appreciable wear. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


531 1808—Cleaned, Damaged-AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. B. 4-B, 
Miller-107. In addition to the numerous hairlines and subdued yel¬ 
low-gold color that points to an old cleaning, this specimen's obverse 
also carries myriad tiny marks that are the result of mysterious phys¬ 
ical damage. Quite well detailed nonetheless, this piece would still 
do justice to a more modest type collection. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

532 1849-C XF 40 PCGS. Moderately abraded and scuffed, with much 
reddish color in the fields surrounding the devices. A touch of soft¬ 
ness beyond wear is noted on the eagle's left (facing) leg and a 
reverse die crack extends to the border at 7 o’clock. 

533 1850-C Weak C XF 40 PCGS. Bright green-gold surfaces have only 
one mentionable mark, that being on the eagle's left (facing) wing, 
and appear to have any and all hidden luster brought out into the 
open. The mintmark can be seen by the trained eye, but its outline is 
very faint. 

534 1853 AU 58 PCGS. Sharply struck with most of the original mint 
luster still intact. 

535 1853-D XF 40 PCGS. Although this issue is the most common D- 
mint half eagle, this specimen displays a boldness of strike that is not 
often encountered on survivors of any grade. Despite twenty points 
of circulation,-the central features exhibit bold (although nowhere 
near complete) definition that extends to the denticles. The stars are, 
as always, quite weak at the centers. Moderately abraded, the sur¬ 
faces carry a pleasing copper-gold mien and the fields display rem¬ 
nants of modest reflectivity. 


536 1855 MS 61 NGC. One of the more readily available pre-Civil War 
half eagles, the 1855 is, nonetheless, an elusive issue in Mint State 
levels of preservation. Despite scattered bagmarks and a carbon spot 
before Liberty's chin that account for the low Uncirculated grade 
designation, this is a pleasing, rich copper-orange specimen that still 
reveals traces of its modest prooflike finish. Otherwise complete, the 
strike wanes slightly on the eagle's neck feathers and the hair above 
the forehead. This is an important piece that should attract the atten¬ 
tion of serious gold collectors. 

537 1857-C XF 40 PCGS. Basically light in color with a touch of hazi¬ 
ness over each side. Inspection with a glass yields a few hairline 
scratches in the fields, but nicely balanced and struck surfaces. 

538 1863-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. Slightly dull 
and lighter in color over the more exposed areas. The surfaces are, 
however, evenly worn and show only a small obverse rim bump at 5 
o’clock. The '63-S half eagle is extremely scarce in any grade despite 
a mintage of 17,000 pieces. 

539 1881 MS 64 NGC. Superb luster and covered with rich antique-gold 
color that is noticeably deeper in hue toward the rims. 

540 1892-S MS 62 PCGS. Excellent luster characteristics and compara¬ 
tively clean surfaces for this conservative grade. 

541 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Exhibiting muted luster and a number of small 
surface marks, the strike is full and sharp. 

542 1896 MS 62 NGC. Satiny and struck in full, with an original pink¬ 
ish-gold color. 

543 1899 MS 62 NGC. A moderately lustrous example with a few small 
contact marks on the obverse. 

544 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and quite clean overall, with hints of 
pinkish-gold color. 

545 1902-S MS 60 ANACS. This smartly impressed, orange-gold half 
eagle displays numerous bagmarks and scattered carbon spots that 
account for the low Uncirculated grade. 

546 1907-D MS 63 NGC. A clean, richly colored example with blushes 
of golden-rose on each side. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

547 1910 MS 62 PCGS. This copper-gold specimen represents an impor¬ 
tant opportunity for type collectors who understand the conditional¬ 
ly challenging status of the Indian Head half eagle series. Despite 
characteristic softness of definition on the Indian's headdress and the 
eagle's shoulders, the balance of the strike is free of criticism. 
Although there are a few scattered abrasions throughout, we note 
that the surfaces are quite clean for a gold coin of this grade level 
and portend to an even higher designation. This premium quality 
piece should attract significant attention from attentive bidders. 

548 1910-D AU 55 PCGS. This orange-gold specimen displays blushes 
of copper patination that are slightly more pronounced on the 
obverse. While the details are suitable, we report small abrasions on 
the Indian's cheek and in the reverse field behind the eagle's head 
that are moderately distracting. 

549 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. Boldly defined with a decidedly orange caste 
and fewer marks than one might expect. This issue has the fourth 
lowest mintage (193,600 pieces) of the series and is very scarce in 
this choice condition. Population: 20 in 64, 8 finer. 

550 1913 MS 62 ICG. Extremely well sfruck and potentially select, 
except for a fragmented planchet streak on the right side of the 
reverse. 
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CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


551 1868 AU 50 PCGS. The prooflike surfaces of this low mintage eagle 
carry numerous, detracting abrasions that befit a circulated gold 
coin. Large abrasions in the fields near the eagle’s left (facing) leg 
and between stars 5 and 6 are worthy of individual mention. Despite 
light overall wear, all major features are sharp and blushes of mint 
luster are still readily evident in the protected areas about the devices 
and the borders. An important opportunity for the budget-minded 
gold enthusiast. 

552 1878-S MS 61 NGC. Lustrous, with an orange-gold patina and 
fewer marks than one might expect of the grade. A rare, low mintage 
(26,100 pieces) issue that is one of the great condition rarities of the 
series. Only 3 pieces have been certified in Mint State by NGC and 
PCGS combined. Population: 1 in 61,1 finer. 

553 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. A scarce issue overall, and an especially sig¬ 
nificant offering in Mint State. The strike is sharp and the fields are 
quite satiny, but the luster is too subdued for a higher grade. 

554 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Flashy and quite clean for the grade, display¬ 
ing subtle orange-gold overtones on each side. 

555 1891-CC MS 63 NGC. Intricately detailed with frosty devices that 
provide appealing contrast with the sparkling, cartwheel luster. Scat¬ 
tered field marks can be found on each side, but none are of singu¬ 
lar importance. The '91 -CC is the most common of the Carson City 
tens in Uncirculated grades, but only a handful are superior to this 
splendid example. 

556 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Scattered abrasions bar this otherwise attrac¬ 
tive, orange-gold specimen from the near-gem grade tier. As often 
encountered on examples of this issue, this piece displays thick, rich 
mint frost and crisply delineated features. 

557 1903 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous throughout, this specimen's bold strike 
and orange-gold mien would do justice to an advanced type set. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLE 


558 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Nicely impressed and heavily frosted, this late 

date eagle would make an attractive addition to a Mint State type set. 
Several luster grazes and abrasions, including several noticeable 
contact marks on the eagle's wing, limit the eye appeal and account 
for the grade. The orange-gold surfaces carry a blanket of hazy over¬ 
tones that do not inhibit the full appreciation of Saint-Gaudens' bold 
design. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


559 1857-Rim Filed, Cleaned-ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. Heav¬ 
ily hairlined throughout, this crisply struck, effulgent double eagle 
still displays a pleasing overall appearance. 

560 1876-S MS 61 ICG. This conditionally challenging S-mint double 
eagle increases markedly in both scarcity and cost starting at the MS 
62 grade tier. Beautifully frosted and possessed of a pleasing yellow- 
gold mien, this specimen carries numerous abrasions that confirm 
the validity of the MS 61 designation. The strike, which is slightly 
below par for the San Francisco Mint, leaves some of Liberty's hair 
details incomplete. 

561 1878 MS 62 PCGS. The thickly frosted devices contrast nicely with 
the more thinly veiled fields. Although far from complete, the strike 
is adequate andelicits each major detail. Frosty luster and a pleasing 
orange-gold hue give this specimen attractive eye appeal despite the 
numerous grade-limiting abrasions. 

562 1878 MS 62 PCGS. A lower mintage P-mint issue with an original 
delivery of only 543,625 business strikes, this specimen is rather 
attractive for a low Mint State double eagle. Free of the numerous, 
heavy bagmarks that often plague these large gold coins, the sur¬ 
faces carry vibrant mint frost that rolls serenely around the boldly 
impressed features. We caution serious gold collectors to consider 
this piece carefully before they let a golden opportunity slip through 
their fingers. 


563 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. The paucity of 1883-S double eagles certified 
above the MS 62 grade level places strong competition on attractive 
examples such as this piece. With the exception of a few heavy abra¬ 
sions on both the obverse and the reverse, the surfaces are quite 
smooth for a low Mnt State double eagle. Expertly struck and rich¬ 
ly endowed with swirling frosty luster, this orange-gold specimen is 
temptingly close to an MS 63 grade designation. 

564 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly struck with satiny luster and fewer 
abrasions than one might expect for the grade. 

565 1888-S MS 62 NGC. Despite the numerous grade-limiting bagmarks 
that abound on the obverse, this orange-gold piece exhibits a power¬ 
ful impression and thick, frosty luster. An elusive issue above the 
present grade tier, this specimen is of obvious importance among 
gold specialists. 

566 1889 MS 62 PCGS. Moderately abraded, as is typical of this low 
mintage issue, with rich orange-gold surfaces throughout. A few 
alloy stains on the reverse are also characteristic of the '89-P twenty. 
Population: 24 in 62, 2 finer. 

567 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Light in color with a subtle mixture of green- 
gold and pinkish hues. There are relatively few surface marks for 
this often heavily abraded issue. 

568 1891-S MS 62 NGC. Satiny with pleasing, original green-gold color. 
This high-end example is only infrequently seen finer. 

569 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. This piece is notable for its frosty central 
devices where a concentration of obverse field marks keeps the 
grade below the select level. 

570 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and lustrous with a few light marks but 
no spots or heavy blemishes. There is some softness of strike on the 
obverse. 

571 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. While not as rare as its silver dollar counter¬ 
part, this S-mint twenty is every bit as difficult to locate in the high¬ 
er reaches of Mint State. Strongly impressed and curiously mark- 
free for the grade, this vivid, yellow-gold specimen would fit equal¬ 
ly well into either an advanced type set or a prized assembly of 
Coronet gold. 

572 1894 MS 62 PCGS. This is a frosty, orange-gold specimen with a 
prominent luster graze in the field before Liberty's face that pre¬ 
cludes a higher grade and detracts somewhat from the overall eye 
appeal. While the strike is largely free of criticism, we call attention 
to incompleteness of definition at the junction between LIBERTY 
and the top of the coronet. 

573 1894-S MS 63 NGC. With a vibrant orange-gold sheen that leaps 
from the holder, this snappy Mint State specimen has the look of a 
higher grade. Closer inspection, however, reveals several contact 
marks, including a few prominent ones in the obverse field, that con¬ 
firm the validity of the MS 63 grade designation. As one would 
expect from an S-mint issue, the strike is essentially complete. 

574 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with very appealing color and no visibly 
offensive marks. 

575 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces are generously trimmed 
in olive-gold patina. 

576 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. An elusive issue in the higher Mint State 
grades, this frosty example represents a significant opportunity for 
tite more budget-minded collector. The powerful strike, cartwheel 
sheen, and vivid orange-gold color counterbalance the bagmarks that 
are typical of a double eagle at this grade level. 

577 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. Pale green-gold surfaces with blushes of 
deeper orange patina through the centers and sparkling luster. 

578 1896-S MS 62 PCGS. There are a number of obverse bagmarks, 
consistent with the grade, and a frosty, green-gold appearance. 

579 1896-S MS 62 PCGS. Nice color but noticeably abraded on each 
side. 
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580 1897 MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing piece for type purposes, this exam¬ 
ple reveals the strong strike and copper-gold surfaces that have come 
to characterize many late date issues in this series. Informed collec- 
tors will remember the scant population of this issue above the MS 
63 grade tier before they enter their bids for this specimen. 

581 1897 MS 64 ICG. A bold striking with clean, satiny-textured sur¬ 
faces. We note a few small edge marks that are granted distraction 
immunity within the holder. Perhaps only a handful of gems exist of 
this lesser-seen P-mint twenty. 

582 1897 MS 64 NGC. This beautiful piece is one or two small abra¬ 
sions away from a full gem designation. The crisp definition, cart¬ 
wheel frost, and pleasing orange-gold coloration, however, give this 
piece eye appeal that is well above even its noteworthy assigned 
grade. 

583 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Wholly original and lustrous with no major 
distractions. 

584 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. This piece is remarkably clean for a low Mint 
State double eagle. The frosty, yellow-gold luster cartwheels around 
the faces and is interrupted by only a few scattered surface impair¬ 
ments. As one would expect from the issue, the strike is bold and 
wanes ever so slighdy over the eagle’s talons. A premium quality 
piece, this specimen should elicit strong bids from attentive numis¬ 
matists. 

585 1897-S MS 63 PCGS. Deeply lustrous with excellent coloration and 
sharpness, just a few too many field marks to qualify as choice. 

586 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically struck and plagued by the usual 
number of abrasions for the grade level, this frosty example would 
fit nicely into an Uncirculated type set. 

587 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck and light in color, a small alloy 
spot is noticed near the 6th star. 

588 1899 MS 63 PCGS. This century-old issue is sharply struck with 
delicate orange and olive accents. 

589 1899 MS 63 NGC. This coin's lustrous, moderately abraded surfaces 
carry a blanket of copper-gold patination that mererly enhances the 
visual impact of its bold features. 

590 1899 MS 63 NGC. With bagmarks that befit the grade and striking 
qualities that have come to characterize late date double eagles, this 
lustrous example would fit nicely within an advanced type set. 

591 1900-S MS 62 PCGS. With richly frosted devices and moderately 
reflective fields, this specimen displays a modest prooflike finish. 
While the pristine reverse would easily support a higher grade des¬ 
ignation, the heavily abraded obverse confirms the validity of the 
MS 62 classification. Boldly struck throughout, we call attention to 
a lone copper spot in the obverse field above Liberty's head that is 
mildly distracting. 

592 1900-S MS 63 PCGS. Mildly prooflike fields accentuate the numer¬ 
ous light marks on each side. 

593 1903 MS 64 NGC. The pristine, orange-gold reverse displays bold 
devices and rich mint frost that would easily support a significantly 
higher grade. While the obverse displays the same noteworthy qual¬ 
ities, the few wispy abrasions on Liberty's cheek and in the fields 
account for the assigned near-gem designation. 

594 1903-S MS 62 PCGS. A few too many bagmarks on Liberty's face 
and head, as well as in the surrounding fields, disqualify this smart¬ 
ly impressed gold coin from the MS 63 grade tier. The rich endow¬ 
ment of mint frost and the vibrant yellow-gold surfaces, however, 
help to redeem this piece's overall eye appeal. 

595 1903-S MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck with gorgeous pastel highlights 
and terrific luster. 

596 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. Natural reddish patina covers both sides, with 
tinges of olive at the borders. Particularly nice for the assigned 
grade. 


597 1905 MS 62 PCGS. Although its meager delivery of 59,011 pieces 
is sli ghtl y higher than the 1902, the 1905 is considered by most gold 
specialists to be the rarest 20th century Coronet double eagle. WMe 
this issue is most often encountered in either circulated or impaired 
states, the Uncirculated specimen that we highlight here is sure to 
excite gold enthusiasts across the country. The strike is rather strong, 
although we note slight lack of definition on the top of Liberty’s head 
and the upper border of the crown on which LIBERTY rests. Despite 
numerous grade-limiting luster grazes and bagmarks, the surfaces 
cany an ample endowment of mint frost and an attractive orange- 
t7 0 ld tint. Since we seldom handle pieces finer than the current 
example, we encourage bidders to take full advantage of this signif¬ 
icant opportunity. 

598 1907 MS 62 PCGS. An affordable example of this final-year Liber¬ 
ty twenty. 

599 1907 MS 62 PCGS. A exceptionally smooth and attractive piece for 
the grade, this transitional double eagle should have little trouble 
finding a new home in a prized Mint State collection. Powerfully 
impressed and richly frosted, the surfaces display vibrant orange- 
gold highlights throughout. 

600 1907-D MS 63 NGC. A pleasing piece for type purposes, this spec¬ 
imen's moderately abraded obverse is its only detracting feature. 

601 1907-S MS 63 PCGS. Frosty pinkish-gold surfaces are well struck 
and show only a small cluster of mentionable marks behind the por¬ 
trait. Numerous tiny copper stains are seen on each side. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

602 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Green-gold surfaces with the usual matte-like 
texture, being held back in grade by a series of milling marks on the 
eagle. 

603 1911-S MS 62 PCGS. This is a pleasing, well preserved specimen 
whose lack of luster seems to be its major impediment to a higher 
Mint State grade. The strike is well above par for the series and nei¬ 
ther the devices nor the fields are encumbered with heavy bagmarks. 
Pleasing copper-orange hues overlay each side and enhance this 
piece's overall eye appeal. 

604 1912 MS 61 PCGS. The surfaces display thick, satiny luster with 
obvious originality and numerous marks. 

605 1912 MS 62 NGC. Richly frosted beneath orange-gold patination, 
scattered light abrasions and a pair of heavy hits on Liberty's face 
account for this piece's low Mint State grade. 

606 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Modestly abraded with reddish-tinged surfaces 
that display average luster on the obverse, but a surprising level of 
vibrancy on the reverse. 

607 1920 MS 62 PCGS. The lustrous, orange-gold surfaces carry numer¬ 
ous bagmarks (some heavy) that befit the low Mint State grade. 
While the strong strike enhances the eye appeal, a copper spot in the 
field before the L in LIBERTY is a detracting feature. 

608 1924 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and very well frosted, with only a few 
trivial marks on Liberty's gown. 

609 1924 MS 65 NGC. Another satiny gem, this piece is dominated by 
reddish patina and can be easily distinguished by a tiny alloy stain 
above the eagle's beak. 

610 1925 MS 64 PCGS. Splendid color and luster atone for a few stray 
obverse marks. 

611 1926 MS 65 PCGS. A bright yellow-gold example that shows virtu¬ 
ally no surface marks. 
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CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVERS 


612 1921 Alabama MS 60 ANACS. With heavy distractions that are 
most readily evident across Governor Kilby's cheek and mottled 
dirty-brown toning across the obverse, it is little wonder that this 
commemorative received a low Mint State grade. We do, however, 
note that the reverse is markedly more attractive with a brilliant cen¬ 
ter and pleasing multicolored peripheral toning. 

613 1936 Albany MS 64 PCGS. Toned in varying shades of lilac and rus¬ 
set with a few marks evident. 

614 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. The luster is muted by the cloudy russet 
and gold toning. Minor imperfections are visible. 

615 1936 Albany MS 65 NGC. Well defined with various hues of russet 
and gold toning. The surfaces are cleaner than might be expected. 

616 1935 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Mostly white with small areas of gold 
toning and few significant defects. 

617 1935 Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Mottled russet toning with a few small 
marks visible. Population: 24 in 66, none finer. 

618 1935-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Patchy russet toning with no sig¬ 
nificant impairments. 

619 1935-D Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Mottled gold, russet, and lilac ton¬ 
ing with no egregious imperfections. 

620 1935-S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Patchy russet toning with small, 
noticeable marks on the Indian's cheek. 

621 1936-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Toned in shades of russet and sil¬ 
ver-gray with only minor imperfections visible. 

622 1935/34 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Originally toned but slightly lacklus¬ 
ter in appearance. 

623 1936 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined with mottled gold and 
russet toning and a few minor imperfections. 

624 1936 Boone MS 66 NGC. Golden toning with above average defin¬ 
ition and no noticeable impairments. 

625 1937 Boone MS 66 NGC. Lustrous, with light golden toning and 
clean surfaces. 


626 1937 Boone MS 67 NGC. Mottled russet toning with no visible 
defects. No coins have been certified finer by NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined. 

627 1938 Boone MS 67 PCGS. Pristine surfaces with a significant por¬ 
tion of the obverse border and more isolated areas on the reverse 
toned in deep multicolored hues. Population: 7 in 67, none finer. 

628 1936 Bridgeport MS 65 PCGS. Bright and well struck with a touch 
of toning and only a few small marks evident. 

629 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. Golden toning with small patches of 
russet. The strike is bold for the issue and few imperfections are vis¬ 
ible. 

630 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 NGC. Nearly full white with a hint of ton¬ 
ing and no significant marks. 

631 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 NGC. Splashes of emerald-green, russet, 
and rose iridescence cover most of the obverse and the peripheries 
of the reverse. 

632 1936 Cleveland MS 65 PCGS. Light golden toning with an above 
average strike and minor luster grazes. 

633 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. Golden toning with mottled gold and 
russet at the peripheries. A few small marks are evident. 

634 1936 Cleveland MS 66 NGC. Nearly full white with a hint of gold¬ 
en toning and a full strike. There are no noticeable defects. 


635 1936 Cleveland MS 66 PCGS. Mottled lilac and gold toning with no 
visible defects. 

636 1936 Columbia MS 66 NGC. Crisply defined with a hint of toning 
and no significant impairments. 

637 1893 Columbian MS 66 PCGS. Glorious emerald-green, rose, and 
orange iridescence adorns both sides of this scintillating, obvious 
gem Columbian. This early commemorative can often be located 
with color, but rarely is the toning teamed with such outstanding 
vibrancy and surface quality. 

638 1935 Connecticut MS 66 NGC. Well struck with patchy gold and 
russet toning. There are small noticeable marks on the eagle's neck. 

639 1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. There is a tight, milky haze on both 
sides with reddish-gold at the peripheries. No significant defects are 
evident. 

640 1936 Delaware MS 65 NGC. Mottled gold and russet toning mutes 
the underlying luster. Only minor impairments are evident. 

641 1936 Elgin MS 65 PCGS. Boldly defined with a haze of golden ton¬ 
ing and a few minor marks. 

642 1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned on each side with the typi¬ 
cal matte-tike luster for this issue. 

643 1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous, with a hint of golden toning 
overlaying the clean surfaces. 

644 1936 Gettysburg MS 66 PCGS. Light russet toning with some blue 
at the peripheries. The strike is bold and no significant defects are 
evident. 

645 1922 Grant MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with a hint of striking softness 
on the highpoints. 

646 1922 Grant with Star MS 63 ANACS. A representative of a popular, 
low mintage issue, this Mint State specimen exhibits a typical strike 
that softens on the highpoints of Giant's hair, the log cabin, and the 
trees. The dusky-gold patina that overlays both sides conceals the 
wispy surface distractions from view. 

647 1946 Iowa MS 66 PCGS. Both sides are highlighted in rich coppery- 
gold, rose, and olive-gold toning. 

648 1946 Iowa MS 67 NGC. Patchy lilac and orange-gold toning over 
near-flawless surfaces. 

649 1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Fantastic mint luster is unimpeded by 
color on the obverse, with only tight freckles of toning on the right 
side of the reverse. One of the flashier Lexingtons we have seen in 
recent months. 

650 1918 Lincoln MS 64 PCGS. Fully detailed and brilliant. 

651 1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. The right sides of both obverse and 
reverse display blushes of gray and olive-gold patina. 

652 1936 Long Island MS 66 PCGS. Clean, well frosted surfaces with 
drips and drabs of golden toning at the borders. 

653 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 PCGS. Mottled, tight golden toning with a 
few minor imperfections. 

654 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous and well defined with a 
blush of golden toning and no significant marks. 

655 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 NGC. Delicate gold and russet toning with 
an above average strike. Close examination reveals a few minor 
imperfections. 

656 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and very well frosted with a 
thin layer of speckled golden-gray toning on the reverse. 
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657 1936 Lynchburg MS 67 NGC. Impeccable luster and surface quail- 
ty are draped in various shades of pastel orange and gold, generally 
lightening to silver-gray on the highpoints. 

658 1934 Maryland MS 65 PCGS. Speckled russet toning adorns both 
sides of this wholly natural gem. 

659 1934 Maryland MS 66 NGC. Extremely frosty with blushes of pale 
lilac-gray and golden patina on each side. 

660 1934 Maryland MS 66 NGC. Terrific luster and remarkably clean 
surfaces are seen beneath delicate lilac and golden-orange shades. 

661 1934 Maryland MS 67 NGC. Although common in lower Mint State 
trades, the Maryland commemorative is a rare find in attractive, 
superb gem levels of preservation. The present piece displays mod¬ 
erately frosted surfaces with light, mottled russet and lilac patination 
throughout. Both the smartly impressed fields and the smooth sur¬ 
faces are free of contact marks and temptingly close to numismatic 
perfection. Among the definitive survivors of this 1930s issue, NGC 
has certified only 19 examples in MS 67 with a lone MS 68 speci¬ 
men finer. 

662 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 PCGS. Natural gray patina with colorful 
orange overtones that are most dominant on the reverse. 

663 1936 Norfolk MS 66 PCGS. The lustrous, satiny-white surfaces of 
this busy design are typically blemish-free. 

664 1936 Norfolk MS 67 PCGS. A nearly flawless gem with lightly 
toned surfaces. A premium example of this popular commemorative. 

665 1934-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. The surfaces are bright and frosty 
with a near absence of toning. 

666 1936 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Bits of golden peripheral color and a 
touch of s imi lar coloration on the highpoints complement the high¬ 
ly lustrous surfaces. 

667 1937-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with a generally 
untoned appearance. 

668 1937-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Creamy, unmarked surfaces with a 
thin crescent of golden-orange toning along the left side of what the 
certification services refer to as the obverse. 

669 1937-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Light golden-gray patina is evenly dis¬ 
tributed over typically clean, satiny surfaces. 

670 1937-D Oregon MS 68 NGC. The essentially flawless surfaces are a 
creamy silver-gray through the centers and deepen to burnt-orange 
iridescence at die edges. 

671 1939 Oregon PDS Set MS 66, MS 66, and MS 65 NGC. Three even¬ 
ly matched examples with olive-gold toning that deepens at the bor¬ 
ders, no doubt having resided together for the past 60 years. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

672 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 ANACS. With light, mottled toning and lus¬ 
trous underlying surfaces, this smooth near-gem would make an 
attractive addition to a high grade set of comments. For accuracy 
alone, we report that the reverse is rotated about ten degrees clock¬ 
wise in relation to the obverse. 

673 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Speckled reddish-brown toning about 
most of the peripheral lettering. 

674 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with outstanding luster. 

675 1936 Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. A clean, sparkling-white example 
with just a touch of russet along portions of the rims. 

676 1936 Rhode Island MS 66 NGC. The obverse is mostly gray while 
speckled russet hues enter into the picture on the reverse. 

677 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Light rose-gold and green-gray 
pastels appear here and there on both sides. Some russet color is seen 
at the borders. 


678 1936-S Rhode Island MS 65 PCGS. Attractive gray toning with mul¬ 
ticolored accents overlays gem surfaces. 

679 1937 Roanoke MS 64 PCGS. This is an affordable, although attrac¬ 
tive representation of this 1930s commemorative issue whose 
smartly impressed, lustrous faces are devoid of even the lightest ton¬ 
ing. 

680 1937 Roanoke MS 65 PCGS. A sparkling, untoned gem. 

681 1937 Roanoke MS 65 NGC. Although essentially untoned, this lus¬ 
trous, well struck gem carries scattered gold peripheral highlights 
that confirm its originality and strengthen its attractiveness. 

682 1937 Roanoke MS 67 NGC. The obverse displays the recognizable 
outline of tab toning, in colorful rose, orange, and blue-green hues. 
Soft olive-gold accents grace the reverse. 

683 1936 Robinson MS 64 NGC. While the obverse of this specimen is 
brilliant, the reverse carries an attractive blanket of russet-gold pati¬ 
nation throughout. 

684 1936 Robinson MS 65 NGC. Quite lustrous with scattered specks of 
violet peripheral toning on each side. 

685 1936 Robinson MS 66 PCGS. A superb silver-gray example with a 
crescent of green and orange toning at the base of the obverse. 

686 1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. Although plentiful in the lower circu¬ 
lated grades, this issue's population begins to fall off sharply above 
the MS 65 grade level. An exquisitely preserved specimen, this coin 
displays neither toning nor distractions that would prevent full 
appreciation of the boldly impressed, richly frosted surfaces. This is 
a piece that the commemorative specialist would certainly appreci¬ 
ate. 

687 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. A bold strike for this low relief 
issue with patches of toning on both sides. 

688 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 PCGS. Bright, fully lustrous, and 
untoned. The surfaces are virtually mark-free. 

689 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 NGC. Frosty with a moderate amount 
of original toning. 

690 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 NGC. A well defined, popular half dol¬ 
lar that is gently toned in light gray-golden hues. 

691 1934 Texas MS 66 NGC. Milky, dove-gray and rose-golden patina 
equally covers each side. Gem quality throughout. 

692 1934 Texas MS 66 PCGS. The creamy, smooth surfaces are dripping 
with satiny luster. Lightly toned over each side. 

693 1934 Texas MS 66 PCGS. Smooth mark-free surfaces with an even 
display of soft gray patina over each side. Some pale violet color 
accents the obverse. 

694 1935-D Texas MS 66 PCGS. A beautifully toned Texas with a smat¬ 
tering of sunset-golden patina on the obverse, the reverse is a stun¬ 
ning pastel-violet color. A must-see specimen for the toning enthusi¬ 
ast. 

695 1935-S Texas MS 67 NGC. A partial coating of golden color is seen 
on the obverse, the reverse exhibits a multicolored crescent of iri¬ 
descence. Fully struck and mark-free. 

696 1937 Texas MS 67 NGC. Nicely toned with exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces. Gem quality throughout. 

697 1937-D Texas MS 67 NGC. A blast-white superb gem, this com¬ 
memorative half dollar displays an above average strike and efful¬ 
gent, frosty faces. There are no abrasions worthy to report on the 
smooth surfaces. 

698 1937-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned on the semi-reflective 
obverse. 
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699 1937-S Texas MS 66 NGC. Sharp and exceptionally bright with the 
barest hint of golden patina. 

700 1937-S Texas MS 67 NGC. Some soft yellow-green patina accents 
each side. Superb quality. 

701 1925 Vancouver MS 63 ANACS. An original specimen for the ton¬ 
ing enthusiast, both sides of this piece display mottled shades of 
lavender, green, orange-russet, and charcoal-gray color. While the 
strike is largely free of criticism, we note that the underlying satin 
surfaces carry too many contact marks to justify a near-gem desig¬ 
nation. 

702 1925 Vancouver MS 65 PCGS. Originally toned, both sides exhibit 
rich, multicolored hues. Well struck. 

703 1925 Vancouver MS 65 NGC. Wholly original and lustrous, exhibit¬ 
ing a bright, untoned appearance over both sides. As with most any 
pre-1930 silver commemorative, considerably scarcer as a gem. 

704 1927 Vermont MS 65 NGC. Quite an attractive Vermont that is high¬ 
ly lustrous as well as toned a deep lavender with an occasional 
accent of russet and gold under the devices. Sharp looking coin. 

705 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. A naturally toned spec¬ 
imen that exhibits olive-green, reddish-gold, russet, and gray shades 
on each side. 

706 1936 Wisconsin MS 65 PCGS. Often seen with either brilliant or 
lightly toned surfaces, we do not recall too many Wisconsins that 
have the depth or intensity of color as this coin. Toned mostly in 
deep shades of gold and purple and showing no apparent or men- 
tionable abrasions on either side. 

707 1936 Wisconsin MS 65 PCGS. Rich, multicolored hues decorate 
each side. Well struck with essentially mark-free surfaces. 

708 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 PCGS. A spectacular gem. Very flashy with 
immaculate surfaces and delicate pastel toning on each side. A frosty 
and original coin that is sure to please the most discriminating buyer. 

709 1936 Wisconsin MS 67 PCGS. Streaky orange toning adorns pristine 
surfaces, with even more colorful flashes of lemon-yellow, rose, and 
green iridescence at the borders.

710 1853 Liberty Octagonal 1 Dollar, BG-519, R.5, AU 58 PCGS. Satiny 

and especially clean, with a pleasing, uncleaned appearance for this 
scarce Period One dollar. 


CERTIFIED PATTERN 


711 1865 Indian Cent, Judd-406, Pollock-475, R.7, AU 53 PCGS. 

From the adopted dies of 1865 with the the truncation of the bust 
well to the left of the 1 in the date. Struck in nickel or nickel-silver 
composition with a plain edge. Deep charcoal patina here and there 
about the reverse border. 


CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 


712 1999 Cent—Capped Die Strike-MS 66 Red PCGS. The top of the 
obverse rim is very high compared to that on the lower part of that 
side. The other side has a greatly expanded portrait of Lincoln, and 
there is just a faint trace of the reverse design seen on each side. 

713 1999 Cent-Large Broadstrike and Counterbrockage-MS 67 Red 
PCGS. The broadstrike has widened the coin to 24.7 mm. The 
reverse appears normal, except for the exceptionally wide border. 
However, the obverse shows the very large and yet perfectly pro¬ 
portioned image of Lincoln from the counterbrockage. Very inter¬ 
esting. 

714 Undated-Silver Dollar Blank Planchet, Type Two-MS 62 PCGS. 
Numerous small abrasions and digs on both obverse and reverse. 
The rims are upset on each side, as indicated by the Type Two des¬ 
ignation. 


715 1945 Canada Dollar AU 53 NGC. This is a pleasing, lightly circu¬ 
lated representative whose lavender-gray and olive surfaces should 
catch the eye of the numerous collectors who appreciate originality 
above rarity. While the underlying surfaces carry the usual circula¬ 
tion marks, we note that none of these are unduly bothersome and 
the overall eye appeal is quite strong. 

716 1946 Canada Dollar MS 62 PCGS. Despite scattered abrasions and 
murky-gray highlights, this Mint State dollar still evidences its 
pleasing prooflike finish. 

717 1946 Canada Dollar MS 62 PCGS. Nicely impressed and possessed 
of delicate, glassy fields, this predominantly brilliant specimen is 
interrupted by champagne iridescence that is confined to the lower 
right obverse and the left reverse. The numerous moderate and light 
abrasions are indicative of the assigned grade. 

718 1946 Canada Dollar MS 63 PCGS. A prominent distraction in the 
reverse field near the date, as well as the mottled gold overtones 
throughout both sides, detract from this coin's final assessment. The 
strong strike, on the other hand, is a noteworthy feature. 

719 1946 Canada Dollar MS 63 PCGS. This is a lightly toned, moder¬ 
ately abraded example of this readily obtainable Canadian issue. 

720 1946 Canada Dollar MS 64 PCGS. With well frosted features and 
glassy fields, this boldly impressed specimen would do full justice to 
any advanced collection. The mottled gold, lilac-russet, and silver- 
gray highlights that abound over both the obverse and reverse fields 
do not inhibit this piece's overall prooflike qualities.
